Nixon fires Cox, Richardson quits 
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WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon fired special Watergate prosecut- 
or Archibald Cox Saturday night and 
abolished the Watergate prosecution 
force. He also accepted the resignation 
of Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson and 
fired his deputy. 


In a one-sentence statement, Cox 


replied, "Whether ours shall continue to 
be a government of laws and not of men 
is now for Congress and ultimately the 
American people." 


The moves climaxed the historic and 


increasingly acrimonious dispute 
between the President and Cox over the 
prosecutor's demands that Nixon turn 
over his Watergate tapes to a federal 
grand jury. 


Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 


L. Ziegler said Nixon fired Cox because 
of his announced intention to defy a 
presidential order that he halt his court 
moves to obtain the tapes. 


Ziegler said Richardson felt the 


President's firing of Cox had violated an 
understanding with Congress that the 
orosecutor would be given a free hand in 


bis investigation of the Watergate 
scandal. 


Deputy Atty. Gen. William P. 


Ruckelshaus was fired when he refused 


Archibald Cox 


to carry- out the President's order to fire 
Cox, Ziegler said. 


Nixon then designated Solicitor 


General Robert H. Bork to be acting 


Israelis now 
only 50 miles 
from Cairo

Israeli officers said their invading 


tanks "broadened their gateway into 
Egypt" Saturday and fought to within 50 
miles of Cairo. 


A communique issued at nightfall in 


Tel Aviv said "the penetration sector 
was widened and deepened" and that an 
Egyptian counterattack was thrown 
back. 


Gen. Uzi Narkis told correspondents 


the Israeli spearhead had punched 19 
miles west of the Suez Canal. 


"Are you moving on Cairo?" asked a 


newsman. 


"This is an operational advance to the 


west, north and south," Narkis replied, 
declining to be more specific. 


"All the civilians fled," he added in a 


Te! Aviv briefing. 


Narkis, who commanded the Israeli 


forces that captured Arab Jerusalem in 
the 1967 war, estimated that 60 or 70 
Egyptians tanks were destroyed in Sat- 
urday's fighting on both sides of the 
canal. 


The sound of gunfire was hushed at 


this Israeli position far behind the lines 
as the fighting surged along the canal

WASHINGTON (AP) — The tapes 


which have caused the startling events 
here cover conversations in the White 
House involving Nixon, and presiden- 
tial aides John D. Ehrlichman, H.R. 
Haldeman. John W. Dean III and 
others. 


Dean has said that the conversations 


show involvement by Nixon and other 
top aides in the Watergate cover-up. 


Cox subpoenaed nine tapes and after 


Nixon refused to obey the summons, the 
prosecutor asked U.S. District Court 
Judge John J. Sirica to order him to 
comply. 


Sirica ordered the President on Aug. 


29 to give him the tapes and said he 
would decide if they must be given to the 
Watergate grand jury. The President 
then took his case to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals which upheld Sirica. 


Last week, Sirica dismissed a suit 


filed by the Watergate committee aimed 
at getting court support for its demand 
for five tapes. 


The special prosecutor, meeting with 


newsmen in the grand ballroom of the 
National Press Club, launched into a 
rambling discourse on his reasons for 
opposing the compromise. 


"I regard it as most unlikely that a 


summary of the tapes would be admis- 
sible as evidence" at trials. Cox said. He 
said a summary probably would be ac- 
ceptable as grand jury evidence. 


"I would be left without the evidence 


to prosecute the people for whom I have 
used the evidence to indict." be said. 


Cox declined to speculate on whether 


he would be fired but said he wasn't 
certain the President has the authority 
to dismiss him without the concurrence 
of Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richardson, a 
former student and old friend of the 
prosecutor's. 


"I think it is proper to make an 


inference that where department heads 
ma^e appointments then the same 
departsnent heads must make the dis- 
missals," Cox said. 


He added, however, that "I'm not 


saving that no one could fire 
me...Eventually a president can always 
work his will." 


Richardson was not available for 


comment. 


The tall crewcat professor who is the 


son and grandson and great grandson of 
lawyers, said "It is my duty as the 
special prosecutor, as an officer of the 
court and as the representative of the 
grand jury to bring to the court's at- 
tention what seems to me to be non- 
compliance with the court's order." 


He said there was evidence of "serious 


wrongdoing on the part of high govern- 
ment officials...the problem is unique, 
because nearly all the evidence...is in 
White House papers and files."

Associated Press special correspon- 


dent Hugh Mulligan reported from the 
Syrian front that Israeli artillery was 
pouring heavy shellfire on isolated 
Syrian bunkers on Mt. Hermon. But the 
lines remained about 21 miles from 
Damascus. 


Defense Minister Moshe Dayan told 


the Israeli nation in a television ap- 
pearance that Egypt would not be per- 
mitted to keep the territory past the 
canal it has held for two weeks. Israel 
will not ask for a ceasefire, Dayan said, 
because "even7 day of combat means 
additional advantages for us." 


An Israeli major on the canal front told 


Western newsmen that "here and there 
the Egyptians are starting to retreat, but 
it is not enough." 


The Israeli military command gave no 


hint of the size of its force inside Egypt 
and kept secret exactly where the in- 
vaders were hitting Arab deployments 
behind the lines. But military sources in 
the United States earlier estimated the 
force at 12,000 men and 200 tanks. 


"There is resistance —they are trying 


to counterattack of course — but we are 
pushing them back," said the Israeli 
officer, identified only as Maj. Musa. 


Saudi Arabia, only a day after 


President Nixon asked Congress to 
approve $2.2 billion in emergency arms 
aid for Israel, said Saturday it was cut- 
ting off all oil shipments to the United 
States. 


The Persian Gulf island sheikhdom of 


Bahrain, in an announcement over 
Baghdad and Damascus radios, said it 
was closing down a U.S. Navy base. 


On the Sinai front, an Israeli major 


told newsmen: "The battle is heavy and 
getting heavier. But we feel we are on the 
way to destroying the Egyptian army." 


Gen. Uzi Narkis told newsmen that the 


Israelis had destroyed 60 to 70 Egyptian 
tanks and captured more antiaircraft 
and missile batteries in Saturday's 
fighting. 


Israeli state television presented films 


of what it said was the battle inside 
Egypt, including Egyptian tanks being 
blasted into flaming torches, three MIGs 
being knocked out of the skies and 
Israelis examining captured Soviet- 
made missiles, which resembled great 
clusters of ballpoint pens. 


Egypi said the Israelis were taking 


heavy losses and said its Soviet-supplied 
defenses were knocking down Israeli 
jets over the Suez battleground. 


At U.N. headquarters in New York, 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 
charged Syrian missiles have hit civilian 
settlements up to 33 miles inside Israel 


In a letter complaining of Syrian at- 


tacks, Tekoah told U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim that Frog mis- 
siles had hit three settlements deep in 
the Galilee. 


The authoritative journal Missiles of 


the World lists the Frog surface-to-sur- 
face missiles as being Soviet-made. 


In one instance, Tekoah said, the 


missiles hit "nurseries and the kibbutz 
dining room" at the Gevat farm 
cooperative. 


His letter alleged 25 Syrian air, ar- 


tillery and missile attacks on "innocent 
civilian population centers" between 
Oct. 6 and 19. It said the attacks caused 
"heavy civilian casualties in killed ... 
and wounded."

Less than one hour after Nixon's an- 


nouncement, the prosecutor's offices in 
downtown Washington were sealed on 
orders of the President. 


The rapid-fire moves by Nixon came 24 


hours after the President had issued a 
statement announcing that he had 
agreed to prepare a summary of the 
tapes and permit Sen. John C. Stennis, 
D-Miss., to listen to the recordings to 
verify that Nixon's summary contained 
all the Watergate-related portions. 


Nixon said his summary-, after being 


approved by Stennis, would be given to 
the courts and to the Senate Watergate 
committee. 


The President said his compromise 


bad the support of Sens. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., D-N.C-, and Howard H. Baker Jr., 
RTenn., senior members of the Senate 
committee. 


However, on Saturday, Ervin, reached 


at his home in North Carolina, said he 
thought he was to receive a verbatim 


transcript. Later, at a news conference, 
the senator said he had talked with White 
House counsel and had been assured his 
impression had been correct.

Cdxliad told a news conference earlier 


in the day that he intended to inform the 
court that Nixon "is in noncompliance" 
with court orders directing him to 


surrender the tapes. 


Faced with Cox's determination to 


press his court battle despite Nixon's 
order, indications grew through the day 
that the prosecutor would be dismissed. 


But the announcement that the entire 


prosecution force was being abolished 
came as a total surprise. 


Cox was named special prosecutor last 


May. His appointment and the broad 
independence he received were part of 
the conditions set by members of the 
Senate when the President submitted 
Richardson's name for confirmation as 
attorney general to succeed Richard G 
Kleindienst. 


Cox assembled a staff of nearly 50 


lawyers and divided them into task 
forces to investigate various aspects of 
the wide-ranging Watergate scandal. 


According to Ziegler, the investigat- 


ions will be taken over by the regular 
staffs of the Justice Department. 


Ziegler said the government's Water- 


gate investigations would continue 
"with thoroughness and vigor." 


In a letter to Bork, Nixon notified him 


that he was now acting attorney general.

New evidence on Agnew

WASHINGTON (AP) - Government 


prosecutors buttressed their case 
against Spiro T. Agnew with an array of 
corroborating evidence Agnew con- 
tinues to ignore while claiming he did no 
wrong. 


Agnew implies that the four key 


government witnesses lied to buy 
leniency, but he said nothing about the 
supporting testimony of scores of other 
witnesses and the volumes of documents 
backing the prosecution claims. 


Among the most important is a diary 


kept by one of the key witnesses who 
listed day fay day the illegal payments 
reaped in the kickback scheme Agnew 
was accused of promoting. 


Justice Department sources are 


reluctant to elaborate on the documen- 
tary evidence discussed in the 40-page 
summary made public as part of the 
agreement that led to Agnew's resignat- 
ion as vice president on Oct. 10. 


But they say the case rested on much 


more than the unsupported word of four 
men, as Agnew claimed. 


The prosecutors say Agnew took 


thousands of dollars in illegal kickbacks 
from contracting firms during his years 
as Baltimore county executive, as 
governor of Maryland and as vice 
president. 


Agnew pleaded no contest to a single 


tax evasion charge, and the government 
agreed to bring no further criminal 
charges against him. He remains liable 


for civil suits to collect back taxes on 
thousands of dollars. 


Questioned about the evidence, 


government sources say that Atty. Gen. 
Elliot L. Richardson would not have 
allowed the investigation to run its full 
course if he had doubted the strength of 
the accusations. 


Agnew, however, said last Monday 


that the government case "rested en- 
tirely on the testimony of individuals 
who had already confessed to criminal 
acts and who had been granted total or 
partial immunity in exchange for their 
testimony against me."

MAZATLAN, Mexico (AP) - A 


Mexicana Airlines jetliner en route to 
this Pacific Coast city from Denver, 
Colo., crash-landed near here Saturday 
night, but none of the 123 persons aboard 
was injured, an airport spokesman 
reported. 


Javier Ramierez Cano. head of the 


Office of Federal Airports, said the 
Boeing 727, listed as Flight 917. came 
down in a plowed field, about a mile 
short of the airport runway. 


He said the p-ane apparently lacked 


enough power to reach the landing strip. 


There were 117 passengers and a crew 


of six aboard the jet, the official said. 


The justice department says no wit- 


ness has been granted total immunity 
from prosecution.

Newly appointed Secretary Henry 


Kissinger has reshuffled jobs in the 
department. Tarr's post is being 
split in two. He has submitted his 
resignation "for personal reasons." 


In a telephone interview late 


Thursday, Tarr told The Post-Cres- 
cent that the Middle East war has 


raised uncertainty over exactly 
when he will leave, and once out of 
the department, "I intend to go out 
into private life somewhere, but I 
am not sure where I will go." 


Tarr has held numerous posts both 


in government and on governmental 
advisory bodies, paid and unpaid, 
and once ran for Congress in his 
native California. But he said it is 
unlikely that politics is the route he 
will follow. 


"I have always concluded that 


I'm better off in a position of 
executive responsibility," he said, 
rather than an elective, political 
poSt. He added, "I don't think that 
(politics) would be a very good 
thing for me to work on with two 
girls nearly ready for college." 


Tarr and his wife, Betty.have two 


daughters, 14 and 16. 


Tarr was president of Lawrence 


University in Appleton from May. 
1963. until he was appointed bv 
President Nixon in 1969 to a post as 
assistant secretary of the Air Force. 
In March, 1970. Xixon named him to 
succeed Gen. Lewis B. Hershey as 
Selective Service director, and he 
was named to his current post in the 
state department in April last year. 


Tarr has served on a variety of 


advisory commissions and similar 
bodies in California, Wisconsin and 
at the federal level. His best-known 
task in Wisconsin was as chairman 
of the so-called Tarr Task Force 
under former Republican Gov. 
Warren Knowles in 1967 and 1968, 


seeking reforms of the state tax 
structure. 


He was a staff member on the 


Second Hoover Commission on 
federal government reorganization 
in 1954 and 1955. In 1958 he ran for

Brezhnev for the talks, Tass announced. 


The urgent Russian invitation was a 
sign of important progress. U.S. of- 
ficials said. However, they emphasized 
nothing has been put on paper and 
Kissinger was not given a specific 
Soviet proposal for consideration. 


Instead of a final arrangement, the 


meetings in Moscow with Soviet Com- 
munist Chairman Leonid Brezhnev and 
Premier Aiexei Kosygin mark an in- 
tensified attempt to narrow options and 
reach a meeting of the minds.

short, two or three days, the officials 
indicated, after which Kissinger will 
return to Washington to inform 
President Nixon of the Scmet thinking.

occurred around 1944-45 that I think we 
might begin to regard 1945 as World 
Year Zero.

When resources were unlimited, more 


production of consumer goods made a 
better life tor everyone. But when the 
easily mined resources are on the verge 
of running out, further expansion of the 
non-service sectors of our economy uses 
up the materials essential for our 
children's survival. Any on-going life 
for mankind will therefore demand that 
we learn and practice the morals im- 
posed by ecology —imposed, that is, by 
the interacting network of plant and 
animal and human life around the 
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planet, a seamless web of life that 
cannot be manipulated or polluted or 
destroyed at any point without damag- 
ing it everywhere. "Therefore choose 
life," as Deuteronomy tells us. We must 
move now toward a global ethic of pro- 
tecting our fragile biosphere from ex- 
termination and oceanic pollution and 
radioactive fallout, and toward a per- 
sonal ethic of having fewer children and 
recycling our goods and improving the 
quality of life. 


In this context, one of the hardest 
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problems to solve will be that of-the 
developing countries, which are still far 
below the U.S. and the Western world in 
their levels of food, health, housing, and 
schooling. In fact, the more equitafije 
distribution of these necessities of Itfe 
for all men may become one of the 
crucial ethical issues of the next 
decades. We may find ourselves having 
to move and wanting to move, both for 
our own sake and for the world's safe, 
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Signs of the times 


People and their devices create new situations now that have 
an effect on what happens all over the world. Sheer numbers 
of people is one of the problems that must be resolved. 
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WY 028 —and I have begun to write it 
that way in all my letters. 


It is slightly eccentric, but it is a 


valuable daily reminder of how new this 
new world is, and how greatly it has 
changed from everything that has gone 
before. 


Yet the pace of these changes may 


now be slowing down as they reach their 
physical and biological limits. Our 
weapons are already at the level of 
overkill. TV around the globe is already 
instantaneous —and you can only watch 
it for so many hours per day. A world 
monetary system is already being 
created. These new powers, and the 
problems they have brought with them, 
have been producing great social 
stresses for two decades now; but if we 
can learn to manage them as they begin 
to level off, we may soon find ourselves 
in a much less turbulent period, with a 
much better integrated global society. 
Our present changes have been like 10 
Protestant Reformations and Industrial 
Revolutions rolled into one and occur- 
ring within a single generation. 


But if we can make the step to that 


new world ahead —what I call "The Step 
to Man" —without killing ourselves, we 
and our children will be beginning a new 
form of planetary human existence such 
as mankind has never known. 


What will this new world be like? 


Some things about it are fairly certain. 
For one thing, if we are going to live 
together on the planet for another 
hundred years —or a thousand years or 
a million years or longer — many as- 
pects of life will have to be very different 
from what they have been during the 
past thousands or million years of man. 
Against such long time-scales it is ob- 
vious that population cannot go on 
increasing indefinitely. Neither can the 
consumption of nonrenewable natural 
resources, nor the consumption of power 
which overheats the earth, nor the 
pollution of land, water and air. 


We will have to move, certainly in the 


next century and probably in the next 
few years, to some kind of "steady-state 
society" all over the world. It will begin 
to resemble a mature adulthood, in 
which our knowledge, our powers, and 
our rates of communication will go on 
being larger than they have ever been 
before, but in which they will not con- 
tinue to change in every generation as 
they did throughout our yeasty adoles- 
cence.

family structures, communes, the 
women's lib movement, and even 
changing sexual attitudes in the 


• churches. 
. The "human potential movement" 
grows along with an apparent return to 
religion and an ecumenical interest in 
mystical and Oriental philosophies. And 
there are parallel movements toward 
one world at the global organizational 
level, with new contacts and trade with 
Moscow and China, and with the rapid 
growth of great international corpora- 
tions, and of satellite communications, 
aviation, tourism, and what are now 
several 
thousand international non 


governmental organizations. 


This great step we are taking toward a 


more mature mankind is like a collec- 
tive flash of awareness. 


All together we are acquiring a new 


sense of our powers and our respon- 
sibilities for ourselves, our planet, and 
our future. If we survive, these new 
values and goals cannot help but lead to 
a more intelligent and responsive and 
humane society, where the great 
business of life will be loving each other 
and increasing our awareness and 
knowledge. 


Nevertheless, those Utopian times 


have not yet come. And today, when the 
hope of peace continues to be frustrated 
by war, and when administrations con- 
tinue to be overburdened and unable to 
handle their new difficulties, and there 
is violence and protest everywhere, the 
question is, How can we get through this 
transition period of the next few years? 
Answers are beginning to be given by 
several international citizens' groups — 
the World Law Fund, the Club of Rome, 
the World Ekistics Society, the Pugwash 
Conference, and others. 
. They emphasize that our problems 
now are multiple and interacting, global 
end urgent, on a time scale of years 
rather than decades. And they see five 
problems as crucial: peace-keeping, 
population, pollution, exhaustion of 
resources, and the rich-poor gap. 


Some of these problems —especially 


population, pollution, and the exhaus- 
tion of resources —are now beginning to 
get national and international attention 
and corrective action. But peace-keep- 
ing still hangs by a thread, depending on 
the personal relations of a few leaders. 
There are still no adequate agreements 
or international institutions capable of 
arms control or the management of 
nuclear weapons or prevention of a 
nuclear holocaust. And the gap between 
rich and poor countries appears to be 
getting larger rather than smaller, and 
is all too likely to trigger revolutionary 
movements, powered by despair, that 
will change the political map and result 
in international stresses throughout the 
world. 


Under these circumstances, the next 


decade is likely to be a period of great 
instability, with the steady growth of 
global networks competing at every 
moment with continuing conflicts and 
breakdowns. We see the need of some 
kind of transnational World Survival 
Movement which will carry through 
these crises and will begin to give us 
more leadership and planning toward 
the creation of our long-range global 
future. 


Such a movement could become a 


focus of hope and action for millions of

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Electric utilities fighting fear of nuclear plants

OSHKOSH — The Wisconsin electric power industry 


currently operates three nuclear-fueled generating plants 
in Wisconsin, but it has taken long and hard-fought battles 
in government regulating agencies and the courts to put 
the plants in full operation. 


Several more plants already are planned, to meet ex- 


pected continuing increases in demand for electricity amid 
prospects that natural gas, oil and coal either will be 
needed for other forms of energy production or ruled out 
as fuel owing to environmental reasons. 


At the same time, there is no sign that opposition to 


nuclear-fueled 
generating plants 
will 
abate, 
based 


on public attitudes of citizens and pressure groups 
interested in such fields as environmental protection. 


public health and others. 


One way the electric utilities are attempting to arm 


themselves for the battles — which in some cases already 
have begun — over future nuclear reactors, is to wage 
stepped-up public relations activities aimed at reassuring 
private citizens and overcoming fears they may have about 
nuclear energy. 


last week, four state utility companies held two daylong 


briefing sessions for the news media as one of the more 
ambitious public relations efforts of the industry so far. 


At the first session, at Oshkosh, utility spokesmen 


accused their critics of spreading "misinformation and 
half-truths" about nuclear reactors. The plants are so safe, 
they told newsmen, that nobody should fear having one in 
his neighborhood. 


The Atomic Industrial Forum Inc.. New York-based 


public relations and internal communications association of 
the national nuclear energy industry, organized the ses- 
sions. A half-dozen experts in various aspects of the field 
were speakers. 


They referred often to "the intervenors" who have 


mounted the challenges in government agency hearings 
and courtrooms, saying the opponents of reactor plantr 
often depend on "mythology" to build their cases. 


Paul D. Ziemer, president of Wisconsin Public Service 


Corp., one of the forum sponsors, also referred to a 
moratorium on reactor construction proposed for Wiscon- 
sin. He said it would be "a serious setback to the economic 
development of the State of Wisconsin — in which Gov. 
(Patrick) Lucey is vitally interested." 


Ziemer also leveled the misinformation charge at the 


industry's critics. 


Paul Turner, vice president and public affairs head of 


the national association and chairman of the session, said 
half the nation's total energy needs will be met by the 
electric power industry by the turn of the century,-twice 
the industry's share in 1970. 


"We are simply going to need all the sources of energy 


we can muster," he said, and nuclear generating plants 
are the only new method currently available. Experiments 
are being conducted to tap such energy sources as the sun, 
wind, tides and the earth's internal heat, "but so far none 
of these has proven practical," Turner said. 


Other speakers depicted efforts they said are made to 


protect the environment and human population around 
nuclear generator sites and to dispose of atomic wastes 
safely.

Snoopy 


Patrol snags speeders from air

Snoopy steadied the Cessna 172, 


cleared the stopwatch and focused his 
eyes on the highway below. 


"Here comes a hummer," he ob- 


served. "He's in the 80 mile-an-hour 
bracket." Clicking the stopwatch as 
the car crossed the white hashmark in 
the center of the road, Snoopy waited 
until the auto had traveled the 660 feet 
through the zone and across the next 
hashmark, exactly 5.6 seconds later. 


After clearing the watch while the 


car passed through the next 660-foot 
zone, Snoopy repeated the procedure 
through a third zone. This time the 
auto was clocked in a fraction under 
5.6 seconds. 


He then radioed to the parked patrol 


car, some 1,000 feet below. 


"Unit 317, you have a white over 


maroon vehicle. He's in the driver's 
lane. He's doing 80 miles per hour. 


"He's the second vehicle from you. 


He's the first vehicle from you. That's 
him. You've got him," he said, as he 
watched the patrolman flagging the 
car to a stop along the shoulder of the 
highway. 


Later, the driver of that car would 


face a $40 fine for speeding, as he was 
clocked at 80 in a 65 zone on U.S. 41 
near County Trunk E, just north of 
Appleton. The arrest would be one of 
perhaps 20 to 25 that the state patrol- 
men would make during a routine day 
by use of the single-engine propeller 
plane and two squad cars on the 
highway. 


The pilot, Snoopy, is Trooper James 


H. Grover, 34, of Oshkosh. He's been 
doing this sort of thing for the state 
patrol since 1968, and he is one of six 
pilots who fly the skies in three leased 
airplanes in search of traffic violators. 


Grover contends that there are 


several advantages for using planes to 
patrol the highways. 


First, he points out, is the safety 


factor. By spotting speeders from 
above and doing the timing himself, he 
drastically reduces the possibility of on- 
the-ground chases, since the patrol 
"stop" car is waiting ahead for the 
already-clocked violator. Hence, he 
says, there is less risk of accidents 
from high speed chases. 


This leads to greater efficiency in 


catching speeders. Grover says that 
while the use of planes involves a total 
of usually three troopers, in com- 
parison with the ground-only approach, 
the "overhead" method is about seven 
times as effective in terms of arrests 
per enforcement hour. 


Not only that, but the pilot can also 


watch out for other violations, such as 
illegal passing, stop sign violations or 
following too close. 


In addition, there is the aspect of 


flexibility, where the pilot can be 
reached on short notice to participate 
in aerial searches and rescue missions. 


On this particular day, Grover and 


his friends below would make two 
arrests within approximately one-half 
hour, as a reporter and photographer 
joined him for a flight. Both vehicles 
were clocked at 80, although Grover 
missed a chance at getting another car 
he estimated to oe doing 95. 


How can he tell when a car is 


speeding? By now, through instinct 
and experience, not to mention es- 
timating speeds by the numbers of 
center line stripes the driver drives 
past in, say, a 10-second period. 


Before beginning a day's activities, 


the pilot and the two patrol cars run a 
series of speed tests through the 
marked zone, which is clearly visible 
to the motorist. The patrolmen in the 
cars maintain a level speed through 
the zone and later compare clockings 
with the pilot. 


They do not proceed until they have 


limed their speeds at within one mile 
per hour of each other. More often, the 
difference is computed to tenths and 
hundredths of seconds. On this flight, 
Grover turned the stopwatch over to 
the reporter and photographer- for 
them to time the squad cars. Of their 
three combined timings, two were 
perfect and the other was only one 
mile per hour off. 


Grover believes in the usefulness of 


the "overhead" method of catching 
traffic violators, and not just because 
it means more arrests. 


He cited a study in Indiana less than

Drug problems in the city's schools 


will be explored Monday night by the 
Appleton Board of Education. 


The problem was brought to a head last 


Tuesday when the Outagamie County 
narcotics squad arrested 14 persons, 
nine of them juveniles, on charges of 
selling drugs. 


Most of the juveniles are students at 


Appleton High School-West. A narcotics 
agent who made most of the drug buys 
while working undercover for four 
months told The post-Crescent he had 
witnessed considerable drug use at 
West. 


He said he saw marijuana and LSD 


pushed around West before and after 
school and during free periods and he 
told of students sitting in a big circle 
smoking marijuana on the lawn in front 
of West. 


His assessment of the drug situation at 


West touched off a strong reaction from 
the student council which fears for the 
school image and possible loss of open 
campus. 


District Administrator Orlyn Zieman 


is afraid the community was left with the 
impression that "all hell is breaking 
loose at the high school." And, said 
Zieman, "that's just not true." 


There is a drug problem in the schools, 


Zieman said, and it didn't happen over- 
night. But, he emphasized, it's not just a 
school problem; "it's a community 
problem." 


It's one that manifests itself in the

schools more than elsewhere because it's 
where 4.000 young people spend much of 
their time. 


"I recognize it's a problem," Zieman 


said. "It would be a problem to me if only 
10 kids were involved." 


The drug problem probably is no bet- 


ter or worse at West than at East. Zieman 
said. And there are drugs in the junior 
high schools. 


"You can get spaced just walking 


through the woods at East." a West 
student proclaimed at a student council 
meeting Friday. 
He had attended 


East, he said, and for a while he went to 
Xavier High School which, he said, also 
has its share of drag problems. 


Police say the parochial schools often 


try to keep their student-related 
problems to themselves and do not seek 
law enforcement help. 


"If someone will indicate areas where 


we can be more effective, we will." 
Zieman said. It was indicative of the 
frustration poiice and school officials 
face in dealing with the drug dilemma. 


"I don't know of anyone with a solution 


to the problem." said Sgt. George 
Weaver, head of the Appleton Police 
Department's Juvenile Aid Bureau. 


Drug abuse in the schools is on the 


increase. Weaver said, and police have 
been able to do little to stop it. Lack of 
time and manpower dictates that ponce 
do little more than work on drug 
complaints brought to their attention. 
Weaver admitted. 


Weaver said his department has gotten 


excellent cooperation from Appleton 
school administrators and teachers who, 
he said, also are limited in the amount of

Crisis is closer for

Aspin explained that both men had 


"credibility to both sides," and thus 
had prompted hope they could work out 
compromises, as middle men in the 
battle between the President and the 
legislative and judicial branches. 


With men like Richardson and 


Ruckelshaus on the scene there was 
hope that a deadlock or final showdown 
would be necessary, he explained.

and cure of the disease accelerates, the 
chairman of the national board said here 
this weekend. 


Judge Charles R. Ebersol, Litchfield, 


Conn., attended the annual meeting of 
the Wisconsin division of the society, 
held Friday and Saturday. Some 200 
delegates from the division's 70 county 
units heard his address at the annual 
banquet. 


Society members had been skeptical 


that their services would be needed as 
the federal government increased ac- 
tivities targeted at cancer as a first 
health priority, he noted. They worried 
that private dollars would be scarce with 
massive tax dollar expenditures. 


"We predicted there would be a 


greater need for volunteers." the judge 
said. 


"All the research and treatment is 


ineffective if you can't persuade the 
public and the individual to recognize the 
danger signals and seek early diag- 
nosis." 


He anticipates little likelihood of a 


single cancer vaccine preventive, 
•"although preventive drugs may be 
developed to stimulate hormonal res- 
ponses to some degree." 


ACS had its best fund-raising year, 


ending with about $93 million, he said. 
$26 million of it from its legacy program. 


New approaches and new programs 


are under way as the American Cancer 
Society works with the National Cancer 
Institute, Ebersol recounted. 


There is a need to speed the results of 


massive research from laboratory to the 
patient bedside. This entails profes- 
sional education in latest treatments. 
ACS recently sponsored its first National 
Nurses Training Conference in Chicago. 
Attendance was over-subscribed. 


New techniques and growing demand 


for diagnosis will involve paramedics in 
new testing procedures for which they 
must be trained. 


The ACS campaign for early detection 


of breast cancer is a familiar one. Now. 
the society and the institute have 
teamed in a massive S3 million, two- 
year demonstration project, hopefully 
at 20 locations (one already is under 
way in Milwaukee) to test the reliability 
of thermography diagnosis, a heat test 
for breast cancer, and a diagno lie tool 
important as an alternate to rnam- 
mography which uses X-ray and isn't 
indicated for women of child-bearing 
age. 


Originally a society idea, the project is 


funded with $5.3 million in federal money 
and $3.2 million from the society. 


Each 20 projects is targeted at testing 


5,000 women a year for a total 200,000, a 
mass demonstration to physicians, 
paramedicals and public the value of 
early diagnosis. 


"Breast cancer remains the largest 


cancer killer of women," he ernphasized. 
"It's curable in 85 per cent of the cases if 
it is diagnosed early. 


"I think this offers a great hope that 


cure of breast cancer will move off the 
plateau it's been on for some time and 
become almost as rare as cancer of the 
cervix with the pap smear test."

and cure remain in the realm of 
research, he continued.

The defeated building plan called for 


construction of a new. SI.75 million 
elementary school in Hortonville and a 
$450,000 renovation project on the 
present elementary school complex. 


The board of education has not dis- 


cussed recently alternatives to help solve 
the overcrowded conditions in grades 
7-12. but some officials believe that an 
extended day or split-shift school 
schedule is the only immediate solution 
until some sort of building project is 
finally approved. 


The proposal, submitted by Them and 


Associates of Oshkosh. called for a 
1.200-student elementary center to 
house students from, kindergarten 
through sixth grade. The present 


school, which houses students in grades 
K-12. would be changed into a school for 
grades 7-12. with junior students oc- 
cuoving the top floor. They would enter 
the senior high area for special classes, 
such as art, music, industrial arts and 
home economics. 


The elementary school, designed to 


provide needed spaces for the "in- 
dividually guided education" program 
used here, was to consist of two schools 
under a single roof. The plan called for 
cafeteria, kitchen, special education, 
gymnasium and office space to divide 
two sections with room for four teaching 
units in each section. 


Air conditioning and carpeting is also 


included in the Them proposal. 


Since a 32.5 million proposal for 


building a new high school was defeated 
two years ago. the board has studied 
various proposais designed to ease the 
overcrowded conditions. 


Most proposais. tailing for extended 


day. split-shift or year-round school 
schedules, were dismissed as educa- 
tionally unsound. 


The board also investigated building 


more portable classrooms, but that idea 
was also dropped when the board dis- 
covered that more portable rooms 
wouldn't solve the overcrowded condi- 
tions.

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Lucey praises state 
budget's tax features 
in Appleton address

Tax relief for businesses and property 


owners designed to improve living con- 
dition and job opportunities in Wiscon- 
sin was promised Saturday by Gov. 
Patrick Lucey during an address in 
Appleton. 


Repeating earlier promises of relief," 


Lucey told Wisconsin Jaycees, holding 
their state convention in Appleton, that 
the average net statewide property tax 
levy will go down 11 per cent because of 
the 1973-75 budget. 


He called it his "Umax Budget," and 


said "it was the most powerful symbol 
of the change in attitudes of legislators 
and citizens." 


"Both labor and' management and 


both political parties recognize the im- 
portant stake they have in the growth of 
the Wisconsin economy, a stake which 
they share with everyone in the state," 
Lucey said. 


He recalled that a dozen years ago 


business executives of the state had 
held a conference to discuss the future 
sconomy. and that their observations 
had been pessimistic 


"They concluded that the Wisconsin 


Industrial Development Commission 
was a waste of the taxpayer's money 
and should be eliminated. They 
complained about high labor costs and 
the failure of law enforcement agencies 
to deal with work stoppage adequately. 


"And they complained about the tax 


climate, saying that tax revision and the 
establishment of a fair and equitable 
tax structure should be the prime target 
if there was to be any hope of improving 
the industrial chmate." Lucey said. 


Now. he added, the budget has done 


shat. As a result, the taxpayers will 
receive over 3500 million of new- 
property tax relief, he promised. 


It will assure state firms of more than 


$1-50 million state business tax relief in 
the next two years and in addition, these 
firms should realize about SI 13 mi llion in 
property tax reductions as a result of 
state assumption of local welfare costs 
and increased state support for schools 
and other local services. Lucey cued 
some specific examples of the "un- 
taxes" included m the budget: 


— Personal propertv tax on manufac- 


turer's materials and merchants inven- 
tories (the most arbitrary of the taxes) 
will be phased out and totally eliminat- 
ed by 1977. 


-The sales tax on pollution abatement 


equipment 
will be eliminated 


Business firms will receive a state 


credit on sales taxes paid for fuel and 
electricity used in the manufacturing 
process. 


— Machinery and equipment used 


directly in the manufacturing process 
will be exempted from the property tax. 


— For the consumer —finally —there 


will be no more tax on oleomarganne- 


"I fee! that this will benefit Wiscon- 


sin. 1 have proof. American Motors, the 
largest employer in the state, had 
decided not to expand in Wisconsin, but 
reversed that decision two weeks after 
the tax budget," the governor pointed 
out.

Zieman thought the liaison program, 


which has been the subject of police- 
school meetings, has possibilities. 


He doesn't want to see the two-year-old 


open campus program abolished. 


"1 don't buy the open campus reason- 


ing for the (drug) problem," Zieman 
said. "It's not that simple." Besides, 
open campus, which permits students to 
leave school during non-classroom 
hours, is meeting the purposes for which 
it was intended, Zieman said. 


Weaver likened abolishing the open 


campus to a curfew. "The good suffer 
with the bad." 


There have been secret meetings in 


recent months involving school, police 
and city government officials on the open 
campus issue. 


Judith Patterson, the newest member 


of the school board, is a strong advocate 
of doing away with open campus. 


The West student council knows that 


and it's part of why some council 
members will be at Monday's board 
meeting. 


Steve King, council president, told his 


delegates Friday that while open campus 
has been discussed all summer, it ap- 
pears in jeopardy now because of the 
alleged serious drug problem at West. 


A West class is doing an open campus 


study which will be ready by Christmas. 


The council doesn't feel the drug 


problem is as serious as the narcotics 
agent and some other police officials in- 
dicate. 


"There is a drug problem at West. 


There is everywhere," one student stat- 
ed- The problem, he said, is not so severe 


it affects the entire school. 


Several council members were con- 


cerned about what the adult community 
now thinks of West in light of the story 
about the drug arrests. The school was 
unfairly portrayed, they insisted. 


One council member believed that a 


purported bomb scare at West last week 
served as an excuse for uptight adminis- 
trators to search student lockers for 
drugs. 


Getting strict isn't going to solve the 


drug problem, a council member said. 
That has failed at other schools. 


A senior suggested that students start 


by attempting to keep the campus 
cleaner. A girl suggested keeping 
student smokers from in front of the 
school entrance because it creates a bad 
impression. 


Weaver saw the need for increased 


police patrols around the schools, 
including parking lots and he said more 
effort must be aimed at keeping non 
students from the grounds. Many of the 
non-students are passing drugs, he 
believed. 


Some of the state's bigger cities have 


private security police in the schools. 
Weaver and Zieman agree that's not 
needed in Appleton 


Teachers seldom find drugs on 


students. Zieman explained. Under the 
system's drug policy, the school ad- 
ministration works through police and 
parents, if necessary, and can take dis- 
ciplinary action. Zieman knew of no 
students who have been suspended or 
expelled for drug use or abuse.

"It's something we eat," one little girl 


attempted. 


"Not at today's prices," I shot in. No 


reaction. So much for humor on 
American economy. 


What does an 8-year-old understand, I 


wondered, and brought in Dracula. 
"Does anyone know how we can kill a 
vampire?" I asked. 


"Put a stake through his heart," they 


chorused with a feeling of success. I had 
lucked out on that one and I knew it. 


The bits and pieces of knowledge I had 


apparently stored in my head over the 
years had to be dredged out and they 
helped. But there was more to it than 
knowing a couple of answers. 


I quickly learned that the child who has 


all but snuggled up in your lap, eager to 
answer a question, can feel just as 
rejected as the one shy child in the back 
of the circle who doesn't speak up at all. 
So you compromise with a touch or a 
smile and ask the child in the back to 
answer. 


I also learned that the term "in- 


dividually guided instruction" means 
just that — creating a learning at- 
mosphere for each individual, not just a 
group, and making certain he or she 
learns at his own rate, not that of the 
child next to him or her. 


And I learned what it takes for the 


teachers to retain a balance between go- 
ing down to the child's level and yet being 
able to communicate with your peers. It 
became evident as I watched the 
teachers writing notes to other adults- 
Often they lapsed into printing, or writ- 
ing clear, large letters, as if on a black- 
board. 


I got a glimpse of education, an educa- 


tion which stimulates free expression 
and doesn't stifle creativity. Often I 
thought of the words I had heard when I 
was a child: "You're getting ahead of the 
group" and "You're falling behind the 
rest," and blessed the IGE concept. 


There were frustrations, yes. but there 


were fun moments too. 


"Look at this," a voice said to me as I 


walked down the halL I turned and faced 
a child with an apple in his hand. 


"For heaven's sake. That really hap- 


pens," I thought to myself with surprise. 


But the voice stopped me. "Look, 


there's two of them grown together. It's a 
freaky looking apple, isn't it?" 


And off he walked. 
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leadership in bringing all post-high

Green Bay campus, perhaps as early as 
next fall. 


Oshkosh already is offering some 


master's degree work in business ad- 
ministration at St. Norbert College, De 
Pere, and may eventually do so at the 
UW Center-Fox Valley at Menasha. 


"We have hopes that several of our 


graduate offerings in education and 
business administration might be 
taught on the Green Bay campus by 
September, 1974," White said. 


He added that UWO also envisions a 


possibility later on of offering school of 
nursing graduate work at Green Bay. 


As yet, UW-Green Bay has no 


master's degree programs of its own, 
but will eventually. 


White assumes that could come 


"within a couple of years, depending 
upon cooperation between the two 
schools in identifying educational needs 
of the region." 


Precautions will be taken against 


duplicating or overlapping graduate 
programs at the two campuses. 


White said UWGB's "primary educa- 


tional focus" is on environmental 


problems, 
a 
concern 
which 


complements UWO's emphasis on 
academic disciplines and professional 
preparation. 


Green Bay's graduate programs, 


when they come, will probably be in the 
areas of ecology and environmental and 
pollution control. White said Green Bay 
then might offer graduate work in those 
specialized fields on the Oshkosh cam- 
pus. 


The UWO administrator noted that 


the four-year campus at Green Bay was 
designed to help alleviate "exploding 
enrollments" elsewhere during the 
great growth years of the 1960s. 


He admits it's no secret "that some 


observers in Oshkosh and on the cam- 
pus were less than enthusiastic about 
developing still another four-year insti- 
tution in the Fox River Valley." 


The Green Bay campus, located in an 


area which has traditionally sent many 
students to UWO, has an enrollment of 
3,661 this fall. 


"Obviously," White observed, "the 


development of a new campus with 
nearly 4,000 students has been a major 
factor in the declining enrollment pat- 
tern at Oshkosh the past three years. 


"However, the Green Bay campus is a 


reality, and it does provide an educa- 
tional alternative which is attractive to 
many students." 


The two-year-old Northeastern Wis- 


consin Consortium for Higher Educa- 
tion, according to White, is another 
indicator of growing cooperative plan- 
ning among the region's post-high 
school campuses. 


NWCHE presently consists of 13 


public and private two- and four-year 
institutions situated as far north as 
Marinette and as far south as Fond du 
Lac. 


White said the consortium seeks "to 


enrich educational opportunities for 
students at all of its institutions" by 
finding ways to promote exchanges of 
faculty and students, and to share 
library- resources, and computer, 
television and audio-visual facilities.

chairman of nuclear engineering, said nuclear reactors are 
safe, reliable, predictable, simple, easily controlled and 
clean. 


Describing a pressurized water reactor such as those at 


Point Beach and Kewaunee in Wisconsin. Meyer said 
safety systems "have been carried to an extreme." There 
are five safety systems, one backing up another in case the 
first fails. If there were 1,000 electricity generating 
reactors operating in the nation —a possibility by the turn 
of the century — the probability of any kind of accident, 
major or minor, at one plant in any year, has been 
calculated at one chance in one million, he said. 


The chance of a "devastating accident" affecting the 


public is a fraction of that, he added. 


"There is no way that this system could ever possibly 


explode like a bomb," he said of the reactors in use in 
Wisconsin. 


A reporter asked about the dangers of release of tritium, 


an atomic by-product of the process, into cooling water 
normally discharged to nearby waterways. 


Sol Burstem, senior vice president of Wisconsin Electric 


Power Co., Milwaukee, replied that at the amounts of 
tritium involved, "I wouldn't mind drinking that water." 


Meyer added that the amounts are below levels in the 


natural environment and said beer is high in natural 
tritium content. "Beer is about 3.000 times more 
dangerous," he declared. 


Wisconsin Electric and its subsidiary. Wisconsin 


Michigan Power Co., own the Point Beach nuclear plants 
now in operation near Manitowoc-Two Rivers. 


Speakers repeatedly declared there never has been an 


accident with a nuclear power plant that has contaminated 
the environment around it or endangered nearby popula- 
tion centers. 


The plants are powered by 12-foot tail, foot-square 


towers consisting of numerous metal rods containing 
uranium dioxide. 


The rods are the fuel for the nuclear reaction that 


produces heat to drive a steam turbine and produce 
electricity. 


The rods last three years, then are removed and 


reprocessed. Some of the materials are recovered and 
used. Material that escapes retreival or ss unusable 
requires disposal. Among these substances is plutonium. a 
highly radioactive and toxic element.

but an Appleton man believes in ecology so wholeheartedly he bikes 222 miles 
a week. 


Daniel Minkebige, 1835 W. Pershing St., is a senior at the Universitv of 


Wisconsin-Green Bay, where he attends classes three times a week. He 
bicvcles to get there. 


He said he was "bothered by the fact that the school is called 'Ecology L" yet 


is a commuter school. It forces people 10 use cars to get there." 


"Rather than compromise my values," he said, he hops on his 10-speed bike 


and pedals the 37 miles to UWGB. 


The one-way trip takes about 2 1/2 hours, said the 25-year-old student. 


Sometimes it takes longer when Minkebige runs into a strong wind, his chief 
problem . 


Bad roads in De Pere and Green Bay also slow the biker. He takes State 96 


to Wrightstown, then pedals to De Pere along the north side of the river. 


Minkebige said he biked to school occasionally last year but this semester 


he has done it more steadily. "I can ride into November until it snows," said 
the hearty traveler. This leaves him only a few weeks before the semester 
ends in the middle of December. 


Minkebige is not new to biking. He and his wife toured northern Wisconsin 


on their bikes for about a week last summer. He also belongs to Badger 
Bikers, a Milwaukee club which sponsors 100-mile rides. 


The Appleton man said he feels "tremendous. I'm in good shape." But he 


said he hasn't lost any weight from bicycling. "I've been out of high school for 
seven years and my weight has stayed the same."

He said that exposure to radioactivity at us highest level 


at a nuclear-fueled generator plant would be five "units" 
higher than exposure from natural sources such as the sun 
and common building materials. The exposure wouSd 
diminish as distance from the plant increased, he added 


The generalh accepted average is 100 units per year 


from natural sources, he said. The additional radiation 
from a power plant wouid thus be "inconsequential, he 
said. 


He also stated that no methods exist to prove the 


cause-effect relationship between radiation exposure and 
deaths from diseases associated with it at low-levels of 
exposure, though relationships have been found at extreme 
high levels. He said it must be assumed there is some 
effect at the lower levels, but said other causes of death 
are comparably significant. 


The chance of death resulting from low-level radiation 


exposure around nuclear power plants i> "quite accepta- 
ble," he said, citing for comparison the deaths associated 
with the use of coal in generating electricity. 


UFOs should be investigated, 
professor at UWO maintains 


Eyewitness reports last week of 


strange spacecraft in the United States, 
and the experiences of people who saw 
them, set the telephone ringing in the 
university office of Dr. Allen R. Utke. 
UWO chemist. 


UTKE is this area's best known 


authority on unidentified flying objects 
(UFOs), although he is quick to reject 
the term, "authority," on a subject he 
terms "the mystery of our age." 


Anyway, as he kept telling reporters 


last week, "I bowed out of it several 
years ago." 


He found it frustrating, he said, that 


what is certainly the mystery of our age 
has failed to engender enough sustained 
public interest to support the kind of 
scientific investigation that wouid solve 
it. 


"I get irritated with people whose 


interest goes way up when a sighting is 
reported in the press and then subsides 
as quickly. I guess I'm fed up with 
people who react only when they 
become a little frightened." 


He blames the mass media, in part, 


for the lack of public demand for of- 
ficial, scientific investigation. Only a 
few of the UFO sightings are covered, 
he said, and usually the implication is 
that the reports are ridiculous or 
hysterical. 


"I really think about S10 million in- 


vested in a three-year project would be 
enough to find out whether or not UFOs 
exist," he declared. A government that 
spends S28 million a year to kill weeds, 
he feels, would find the funds to unravel 
the mystery if the public demanded it. 


Lacking an exhaustive investigation, 


Utke suggested that the National 
Science Foundation or other agency 
might offer $10,000 a year for the best 
research paper or project on UFOs. The 
National Enquirer's -55.000 prize for the 
most believable UFO story is a step in 
that direction, he said. 


Commenting on the recent Pas- 


cagoula, Miss, incident, Utke said 
several factors make it particularly 
significant. It followed reports of 
earlier, less dramatic sightings in the 
area which accounted for some of the 
interesting elements. 


The two men involved in that sight- 


ing, Charles Hickson, 42, and Calvin 
Parker, 18, reported their experiences 
promptly to the sheriff's office. 


Their apparently highly emotional 


state was noted by several competent 
observers. 


Investigation was prompt by compe- 


tent scientists 
Dr. 
Allen 
Hynek, 


Northwestern University astronomer, 
and Mrs. James Harder, University of 
California. 


Hypnosis was used in interviewing 


Hickson and Parker, achieving a 
"degree of believabiJity." 


Utke said the oniy other similar ins- 


tance he knows of where hypnosis •A-as 
used as an interview tool was that of 
Barney and Betty Hill who reported 
contact with beings in 1960.

workers, told of seeing a "fish shaped" 
vehicle emitting a biuish naze approach 
from, the sky. They told of being taken 
aboard the craft by three be;ngs w.th 
wrinkled skin, crab-claw hands and 
pointed ears. 


The men were frightened and shaking 


when they reported the experience to 


the Jackson County, Miss, sheriff's 
office. Other residents of the Pas- 
cagoula area reported to the same 
authority that they saw a similar UFO 
in the vicinity about the same time. 


Hynek was quoted as saying that the 


terrifying experience of the two men 
indicates that a strange craft from 
another planet did land in Mississippi. 


"Where they are coming from and 


why they were here is a matter of con- 
jecture," Hynek's statement continued, 
"but the fact that they were here on this 
planet is beyond a reasonable doubt." 


UFO's have been sighted since the 


very beginning of recorded history, 
Utke maintained. "They go on and on 
and on, but there has never been an 
unbiased, thorough and complete 
scientific investigation; there are no 
appropriations of funds, no congres- 
sional investigations. 


"That's what we need. A Watergate 


committee kind of investigation that 
would bring people under oath to tes- 
tify." 


Even- year, every month there are 


reports of UFO sightings from some 
place in the country, Utke said. Only 
when they come in a wave as now does 
the mass media begin covering such 
stories. 


Privately, he considers about 40 per 


cent are possibly some kind of natural 
phenomena "we don't think even 
exists." 


"I am convinced the remaining 60 per 


cent 
are 
likely 
extraterrestrial 


vehicles." 


When there are multiple sightings, 


probably both kinds are involved, he 
said. 


Until about five years ago, Utke said, 


he tried to follow up reports of sightings 
of phenomena relatively close to the 
ground. He shared his findings with 


others who, like himself, were investing 
their own time, money and expertise in 
the project. 


He found that Wisconsin "seems to 


have more than its share of sightings, 
usually in spring and fall." 


But without a central data gathering 


agency, the work of individuals or even 
of regional volunteer groups, data is 
scanty and analysis nearly impossible. 
"There is no governmental agency, 
according to the government, keeping 
track of UFO reports," Utke said. 


One key point, he said, is that science, 


the general public and the government 
have talked about beings and argued 
over whether or not they are extra- 
terrestrial. 


"Right there we've lost the argument 


(for scientific investigation). We should 
be at the point of debating whether or 
not these beings exist. If we determine 
thev do, then we can find out where they 
come from." 


Most UFO sightings go unreported, 


Utke maintains. "The experience is so 
mind-boggling and frightening that 
people tend to keep it to themselves. 
People pull away from the unknown. 
It's always psychologically disturbing." 


There isn't much of any place to 


report them anyway, he added. The 
authorities and the news media aren't 
usually too interested. Most people 
don't know the few individuals who are. 


Probably the closest regional data 


center is the volunteer Midwest UFO 
Network at Quincy, 111., headed by 
Walter Andrus. 


From his own years of UFO watching 


in Wisconsin, Utke said UFOs seem to 
gather in less densely populated areas 
where waterways are frequent and 
there are strategic installations such as 
military bases, large dams and the like.

five years ago, in which a specified 
stretch of highway was left unpatrolled 
for six months, and then was heavily 
patrolled by use of cars and aircraft 
for another six months. 


The report, he explained, showed 


that while the number of accidents did 
not appreciably diminish when the 
drivers knew they were in a heavily 
patrolled area, the severity of the ac- 
cidents did. 


More fatal accidents were reduced to 


injury accidents, while more injury 
accidents 
were reduced to only 


property damage accidents. 


The need to cut down the severity of 


accidents becomes imperative in a 
county like Outagamie, he pointed out, 
where this year's traffic fatality toll is 
already at an all-time record.

Sfress of adjusting to life outside 
eased for former center patients

Adjusting to a new life in a new 


setting is a challenge, no matter what 
the circumstances. The crunch of the 
challenge varies, but adjustment many 
times is a strain. 


Eight Fox Valley residents have 


opened their homes tc 20 Outagamie 
County Health Center residents to help 
them readjust to life in society after 
varying periods of hospitalization. 


For persons who have been institu- 


tionalized, life on the outside can be 
startling, full of unanswered questions, 
even frightening. 


Those eight people have volunteered 


to provide a home-like atmosphere and 
reassurance to the former patients as 
they work to become active members 
of the communirv once again. 


Their homes, their attitudes, are 


buffers against the unknown; sources 
of strength and stability in a world that 
hasn't stopped changing while life for 
the former oatient mav have stood 
still. 


They are sponsors in the health 


center's family care program — in- 
dividuals or families who receive S125 
a month to provide room, board, 
supervision, friendship to the former 
health center residents. 


The former patients have been 


recommended for placement outside 
the institution by health center staff 
members who consider their illnesses 
to be "in sufficient remission" to 
enable them to live away from the 
hospital setting. A psychiatrist has 
approved the staff recommendation. 


This action is in accord with the 


trend in menial health programs today 
— to rehabilitate the patient and to 
get him back into society where he can 
be a living, vital, productive element. 


"They no longer need to be in insti- 


tutions," according to Gloria Beck- 
mann, program coordinator, and they 
have no relatives or other resources to 


" rely on. 


That is where the sponsor comes in, 


Beckmann said, adding that more al- 
ways are needed. Approximately 20 
health center residents have been 
recommended for placement outside 


the institution, she said, but there are 
no places for them. 


The sponsors and their homes must 


meet certain standards, the coordina- 
tor pointed out. They may be married, 
single, with families or pets, even 
widowed, but 
they must 
be in 


reasonably good health. 


The ability to be understanding and 


tolerant of individual differences - 
behavioral mannerisms such as pacing 
or rocking back and forth — is impor- 
tant. They also must be willing and 
able to guide others and help acquaint 
them with community resources. 


The homes must be in good repair 


and safe as far as fire hazards are 
concerned. Homes undergo fire ins- 
pections twice a year. 


The former patient also must have 


his own bedroom, but, in instances 
where more than one health center 
resident is living in the home, two ma\- 
share a room. 


Beckmann said the health center 


tries to match patients and sponsors to 
foster a good relationship. 


The patients themselves range in age 


from the 20s to the 70s. The period of 
institutionalization ranges up to 25 
years. Both men and women have been 
recommended for placement. 


Once situated in a private home - 


after initial visits and screening of the 
prospective sponsor by Beckmann and 
approval of the family care application 
by the state Division of Mental Hygiene

— the former patient is encouraged to 
take part in family life in his new- 
setting. It's a part of his rehabilitation, 
the coordinator said, to get involved in 
household chores and new friendships.

Oshkosh council's pay issue alive 


OSHKOSH —Another round in that 


familiar discussion of pay for elected 
public officials opened with a brief 
exchange at a recent City Council bud- 
get deliberation. 


There are indications that further 


skirmishes will be in order if Council- 
man David Crusius follows through with 
a resolution calling for an increase in 
the annual councilman's stipend from 
the present $900 to S2.000. 


Nearly 20 years ago, designers of this 


city's council-manager government, 
working within the terms of the statute, 
considered setting no stipend for a 
councilman's service. 


School board members receive no 


remuneration, they noted. Unlike al- 
dermen, the councilmen would be in- 
volved only with policy making and 
evaluation of city administration. Ac- 
tual administrative work would be 
eliminated from their duties. 


Like school board members, council- 


men would have the services of a 
professional administrator, skilled in 
research and fact finding. 


There should be fewer and shorter 


council meetings devoted largely to 
establishing policies and guidelines for 
operation based on the facts and the 
councilman's experience with the 
public's wishes. 


Because any payment is token at best, 


anything more than the dollar-a-year 
concept might embarrass the best can- 
didates. 


Opposing 
arguments, 
however, 


proved to be more persuasive. Members 
of the council were traditionally ac- 
corded a stipend since without it "some 
highly competent candidates might be 
financially unable to seek office. 


A nominal stipend would, in part, 


defray out-of-pocket expenses. 


The city's 16 aldermen, concerned 


with considerable administrative detail 
as well as policy making, were receiv- 
ing $900 a year in 1956, an amount some 
admittedly viewed as an assist with the 
family income. 


The first councilmen began in 1957 


with a $200 stipend for each of the seven. 


Few argued that either amount ac- 


tually paid for the hours and the exper- 
tise invested by aldermen or council- 
men. Service on the council carries 
some prestige and a lot of volunteer 
public service. Along with inevitable 
public criticism goes the satisfaction of 
being where the action is in helping to 
determine the quality of life in the home 
community. 


The councilman's stipend reached the 


same S900 that it was in 1956 in several 
steps, probably justified by the rising 
costs of everything else. The council's 
other major budget item for printing, 
Jegai advertising, dues and the like was 
less than $8,000 in 195S and will run to 
some $11,600 next vear. 


City Mgr. Gordon Jaeger's 1974 bud- 


get proposed an increase to $100 a 
month for councilmen instead of the 
present $75. He said the $900 a year is 
low in comparison with other cities. 


Councilmen are expected to delete 


that additional $700 from the budget. By 
law, an incumbent can't raise his own 
pay while in office. They can set a figure 
for incoming councilmen. Thus, a 
stipend set to take effect in 1975 would 
be legal and avoid an interim period 
when new councilmen would receive a 
higher stipend than the holdovers. 


Crusius takes another view of pay for 


councilmen. There is nothing par- 
ticularly nght about the $2,000 he is 
proposing, but it would give a council- 
man some opportunities he doesn't have 
now to do a better job, he believes. 


Crusius likes to do his own research 


and fact finding. "I don't think any 
manager could do that to my satisfac- 
tion," he said. "I think I'm elected to do 
a job and before I can put anything 
before the council I must have had a 
part in it from conception to decision." 


The more generous stipend would 


give councilmen some assistance, too, 
in communicating with the public, he 
indicated. 
Drug pushers 
would get jail 
under new law 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —The Assembly- 


passed a bill Friday that would clamp 
down on drug pushers by strengthening 
Wisconsin drug laws to require a man- 
datory two-year jail sentence for drug 
pushers. 


The bill advanced to the Senate on an 


88-11 vote- 


Present law does not call for any 


mandatory length of jail sentence on a 
conviction. 


The measure passed Friday was 


originally stronger, calling for a two 
year prison sentence for drug pushers 
with no medical treatment provided. 
The approved bill provides for medical 
treatment if the pusher is found to be an 
addict. 


Assembly Minority Leader John 


Shabaz, R-New Berlin, contended that 
the treatment provision would circum- 
vent the original intent of the bill by 
aHowing pushers claiming to be addicts 
to spend their entire sentence out of jail. 


But Majority Leader Anthony Earl, 


D-Wausau, explained that only a portion 
of the sentence might be served in a 
treatment facility and the remainder in 
a penal institution. 


Crusius said he thinks some members 


of the council concern themselves with 
small changes only and are content with 
the business-as-usual philosophy. "I 
think there ought to be dramatic 
changes. People want a councilman who 
will do more than vote yes or no." 


Councilmen, he believes, are respon- 


sible for leadership. "People who 
present issues, take minority positions, 
bring out the other side, need to be 
involved, to know. The only one way is 
to do it yourself." 


Sometimes the best representation 


"requires more than good intentions, 
hearsay evidence, and acceptance of a 
single viewpoint," he emphasized. "I 
think $2,000 would result in better, more 
competent councilmen." 


He said he has been doing his own 


research, but that more than a few such 
projects "spread a man pretty thin. 
This job is a lot more than showing up 
at meetings every two weeks. At least it 
ought to be." 


In this district there are 19 desig- 


nated aerial speed detection zones, 
including two on U.S. 41 in Outagamie 
County. 


Another zone is located on U.S. 41 


outside Oshkosh. The pilot confines his 
patroling to state and federal high- 
ways, often checking for passing 
violations along State 76 between 
Appleton, Greenville and Hortonville. 


While the air patrol system has dis- 


tinct advantages, it has some disad- 
vantages also. For example, speeders 
cannot effectively be detected at night, 
and the planes are not used in exces- 
sively overcast or windy weather. In 
addition, it becomes quite difficult for 
the pilot to get an accurate clocking 
unless the driver is timed within the 
marked zone. 


Experienced drivers who are aware 


of the location of the white hashmarks 
develop a tendency to slow down for 
those, areas and speed up after they 
have passed through them. 


On this particular day, the plane was 


grounded after the special observation 
flight due to high winds, which had 
gusted up to 35 knots. Patrol planes 
ordinarily are grounded when the wind 
speed reaches 30 knots, even though 
the weather might otherwise be suita- 
bly clear, as it was this day. 


Graver's requirements for flying for 


the state patrol included being a 
member of the patrol for at least three 
years, possessing a commercial pilot's 
license, and being approved in a one- 
week probationary flying period by 
another patrol pilot. 


The plane carries 40 gallons of fuel, 


good for 5 1/2 hours of flying, although 
Grover says he refuels every noon to 
make sure he doesn't get caught short 
in case he's called away to an emer- 
gency. 


While in the air, he keeps the plane 


cruising at 95 m.p.h., and ordinarily 
has no difficulty flying the plane, tim- 
ing the cars, recording a description of 
the arrest immediately on a chart and 
radioing the necessary information to 
the stop cars on the highway. He is 
able to make accurate timings even 
though the plane may be flying at 
varying angles to the car below. 


In taking the two clockings, the pilot 


always registers the lower of the two 
speeds for arrest purposes, thereby 
giving the driver the benefit of the 
doubt. 


The pilot is able to make an instant 


determination of the driver's speed _by 
referring to a pocket-size conversion 
table, which lists speed to hundredths 
of a mile per hour at times down to-a 
tenth of a second. The scale is 
tabulated from 30 m.p.h. to 150 m.p.h. 


A driver knows he's been doing 150 


m.p.h. if he passes through the 660-foot 
zone in an even three seconds. 


As of October, 1972, a uniform fine 


schedule has been in effect throughout 
the state. Drawn up by the county- 
judges of Wisconsin, it specifies cer- 
tain fees for violations in excess of the 
speed limit, so that the fine schedule is 
uniform for all counties. 


The schedule provides for a $30 fine 


for violations up to 14 miles per hour 
over the limit; $40 for 19-19 over; $60 
for 20-24 over; $80 for 25-29 over; $100 
for 30-34 over; $150 for 35-39 over, and 
$200 for 40-and-over. The fines also 
provide for license suspensions.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Despite a brief 


letup in September, Americans will face 
a long, hard inflationary road in the 
months ahead, the government says. 


There are indications the administrat- 


ion may resign itself to a rate of inflation 
of around 6 per cent next year, which is 
not much better than the inflation rate of 
6.7 per cent so far this year. 


Government economists are by no 


means unanimous that inflation will be 
that bad in 1974 but they do agree 
inflation will continue to plague the 
economy. 
" Inflation is awful and will remain a 


serious problem for the foreseeable fut- 
ure," said Sidney L. Jones, assistant 
commerce secretary for economic af- 
fairs. 


Jones indicates that a rate of inflation 


of 5 per cent or below is not within reach 
at this time. 


"I would like to say that inflation will 


come down to the 4 to 5 per cent zone, but 
1 have trouble with that," he said at a 
news briefing- 


Herbert F. Stein. Chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, is slightly less pessimistic, say- 
ing the worst of the inflation is over. But 
he adds that "we certainly haven't come 
to the end of the inflation problem." 


He has forecast an annual rate of 


increase in food prices of 10 per cent 
during coming months, compared to an 
increase of 21.5 per cent in the past year. 


That would mean that instead of losing 


20 cents in purchasing power, as it has in 
the past year, each dollar for food would 
lose 10 cents next year. 


This will probably be small consolat- 


ion to wage earners, who already have 
seen the real purchasing power of their 
wages decline by 2.3 per cent in the past 
vear. 


In terms of 1967 dollars, average 


weekly earnings after taxes for a worker 
with three dependents were $95.54 in 
September, compared with $97.81 a year 
earlier.

snagging. "It shall be unlawful for any 
person to ...take any fish by snagging 
or fouling in any manner..." savs the 
codebook. 


The trouble comes with a code per- 


mitting foul-hooking. It says, "During 
the period from Sept. 16 through Dec. 
31, it shall be lawful to take trout and 
salmon by hand and by foul-hooking 
while fishing with hook and line, with 
a hook size not to exceed one-half inch 
measured from point to shank..." 


That law applies only to specified 


streams along Lake Michigan and it's 
the loophole that causes game wardens 
problems. The warden must prove a 
fishermen is using a snag hook with 
intent to snag instead of accidentally 
"foul-hooking" fish. 


"To begin with, the officer must see 


the act, he must see him (the fisher- 
man) snagging," says Krall. Although 
some arrests have been made it's dif- 
ficult to enforce the law, especially 
since some snaggers place a lure above 
oversize hooks and claim they are us- 
ing a new "lure."

Manitowoc County Judge Harold 


Mueller says fishing on the Little 
Manitowoc River has reflected some of 
the problems and that enforcement 
clearly is a problem.

legal and looks upon snagging as 
another issue , but a court case brings 
out more than just a legal point.

NEW YORK -The nation's paper- 


making capacity growth is seen more 
optimistically this year than a year ago, 
but it still is projected to be far below 
the average annual capacity gain 
recorded in the industry during the past 
18 years, according to the American 
Paper Institute. 


The institute report projected the 


average annual growth of 2.4 per cent 
per year in increased capacity by new 
mills and additional paper ma king 
machines for the years, 1974-76. 


This compared with the 1956-73 


average of 3.8 per cent. A year ago, the 
industry was projecting the 1973-75 an- 
nual average at a low 1.4 per cent. 


If the current projections hold up, the 


industry's total in paper and paper- 
board production will increase from a 
forecasted 65,157,000 short tons this 
year to about 70 million tons by 1976. 


Noting the anticipated growth rate 


and the present demand which is caus- 
ing shortages in some areas, Edwin A. 
Locke, API president, said: "In general 
we will have increased tightness in the 
paper market, but a lot depends on what 
the economy does."

It was a delightful early morning chat 


with a 31-year-old woman with a soft 
voice, who thinks nothing of cutting and 
sewing 300 yards of fabric a year. She 
and her husband live in a town of 5.000 
population; have two children, a gir! 
who is nine years old and a boy, four. 


She manages to sew four hours a day 


at least five days a week: and has 
perfected her techniques to the point 
where she can construct a man's suit in 
three hours. Most of her sewing is for 
her husband and children as she "gets 
more fun out of sewing for someone 
else." 


In addition to sewing clothing, she 


reupholsters her own furniture and 
makes curtains and draperies. She still 
has time for gardening and the care of 
her family and home, which she spoke of 
in loving tones- 


Most of her sewing knowledge is self 


gained from reading and examining 
ready-made clothes and home fur- 
nishings. But the technique of making 
men's underwear she learned from a 
friend who visited an underwear factory 
in Minneapolis. The cotton knit she uses 
is sold as surplus by the same company. 


She learned from experience and her 


first misfortune was shrinkage. "Now," 
she said, '"I preshrink everything. I put 
the fabric, zipper, tape and other find- 
ings all together in the washing 
machine." 


Her greatest time-saver is the iron-on 


interfacing, once described in this 
column. It saves hours of pad-stitching 
when making a man's jacket, as well as 
other hand-work in applying interfacing 
where collars, cuffs and other small 
areas must be stabilized. 


Though her method of purchasing has 


been fabric-by-fee!, she is now concen- 
trating more on fibers and care infor- 
mation; and. of course, she checks 
carefully to see that prints are not 
distorted and that knits are not per- 
manently finished off grain. 


Her greatest problem is finding 


enough time to sew and locating the 
variety of fabrics she would like to have. 
She said, enthusiastically, "I get a lot of 
pleasure out of sewing." It was easy to 
tell that from the tone of her young 
voice. And, just as easy to visualize the 
pride of husband and children in this 
modern 
homemaker's 
accomplish- 


ments.

Packers seek momentum

LOS ANGELES -With the National 


Football League season just now ad- 
vancing beyond the embryonic stage, it 
hasn't come to a point where the Green 
Bay Packers are faced with a \vin-or-else 
undertaking. But they are a struggling 
football team and today's game against 
the Los Angeles Rams is the type that 
could have a dramatic effect on their 
season. 


O%vning a 3-1-2 record and already 


trailing the unbeaten Minnesota Vikings 
(5-0) by two games in the Central 
Division the Packers can't afford to let 
the gap widen any further. They may not 
be able to close it today with the Vikings 
playing lowly Philadelphia. But a victory- 
over the Rams, who are also unbeaten at 
5-0, here this afternoon —the game will 
be telecast by W-BAY at 3 p.m. CDT — 
might act as a panacea for the Packers' 
current ills and enhance their chances of 
eventually catching the Vikings. 


"It's not necessarily a must game," 


middle linebacker and defensive captain 
Jim Carter said, "but it would do a lot 
for our team to beat a team like Los An- 
geles. 


They've got momentum and we've got 


to swing that around." 


Later, however, he cautioned, "If 


Minnesota stays unbeaten every game 
will be a must game for us. We're going 
to have to stay with them." 


Physically, though, the Packers will 


not be at full strength. 


Starting left tackle Bill Hayhoe has 


already been deactivated and will be 
replaced by guard Keith Wortmann on 
the 48-man active roster. Hayhoe's 
shoulder, injured last week against Kan- 
sas City, has not responded to treatment 
and his spot in the starting lineup will be 
taken by Malcolm Snider.

Green Bay has usually had trouble 
winning on the West Coast.

In the interim, 
they've lost three straight in LA and 
four striaght againsi the LA Rams. 
overall. The last Packer win of any kind 
over the Rams came in that historic 
1967 playoff game in Milwaukee, when 
Travis Williams ran wild. Two years 
ago in LA, the Packers were drubbed, 
30-13, in a game that probably ranks as 
their worst of the Dan Devine era. 


This, of course, is by way of stressing 


the scope of today's Green Bay assign- 
ment against the Rams. Not only is 
history against the Packers, but they 
must figure out a way of neutralizing 
the highest-scoring machine (by far) in 
the NFL. The amazing Rams hold a 
hard-to-believe 3-game lead (after only 
five weeks of p!ay), so they'll be loose 
enough to play with a much higher 
degree of abandon than the Packers 
have been showing this season. I don't 
believe either the Rams or the 
Minnesota Vikings will go undefeated, 
but at this stage, at least, they're the 
class of the league. 


Besides their 5-0 record, the Rams 


have these factors in common with 
Minnesota: a super receiver (Harold 
Jackson and John Gilliam) and great 
quarterbacking (by John Hadl and Fran 
Tarkenton). These are the areas in 
which these two powers have an edge 
over the Packers. 


Today's situation could be compara- 


ble to the one last year when the 
Packers met Dallas in the early season. 
Hardly anyone gave them a chance to 
win, 
and several injuries made the 


pre-game picture look even more dis- 
mal for the Bays. But, somehow, the 
Pack "overcame," and this success set 
the theme for the steady victory march 
that followed.

Then, many extras will be needed. A 


brace for Tim's right arm will cost about 
$300. 


A Hover lift will be needed to enable 


attendants and relatives to lift him from 
his bed to a wheelchair. The lift will cost 
about $400. 


There will be numerous expenses for 


medication and doctor care. But the 
Brinkmans won't have to raise the 
money alone. 


The week of Oct. 22 to 26 has been 


declared "Tim Brinkman Week" at 
Appleton High School-West and students 
will be holding fund-raising projects. 


Tim would have been a senior at the 


school this year but he had a swimming 
accident lasi summer which has left him 
paralyzed from the neck down. 


The accident happened at Plamann 


Park when about 500 people were at the 
pool. Michael VanSelow, a lifeguard and 
senior at West High, said he thought Tim 
was "joking around" when he saw him 
floating face down in the water. 


Tim was the kind of guy who used to kid 


around, according to VanSelow. But the 
lifeguard went to Tim just to make sure. 
When he turned him over, Tim could 
manage only a weak "help me." 


After bringing Tim to the beach. Van- 


Selow and the lake director took care of 
him until he could be taken to a hospital. 
Tim has been in hospitals since. 


He spent about 56 days at St. Elizabeth 


and was then transferred to Sacred Heart 


Tim Brinkman 


Hospital in Milwaukee for rehabilitation. 


His mother said that at first Tim just 


couldn't picture himself in a wheelchair. 
Now, 
however, he mentions the 


wheelchair as if he has begun to accept 
that fact of existence. 


But the 6-foot, 4-inch, formerly 215- 


pound young man still misses being in- 
volved, said his mother. Tim was the 
manager of the West football team last 
year and would have co-managed the 
team this year. 


"Many don't realize the work he did. 


But we as coach and team appreciated 
his efforts," said John Kading, a West 
physical education teacher. 


"When you gave him something to do, 


he got it done," said a sports coach. He is 
recalled as a vocal person, the kind that 
is seen and heard. He was a "really fun 
guy to be with. He seemed to get along 
with everybody. He appreciated his 
friends," said VanSelow.

o issue in years has caused as 


much aU-consuming interest as 
Watergate. One of the main 


reasons for this has been the televised 
Senate committee hearings. 


For me as a psychologist, one of the 


most fascinating aspects of the hearings 
is the behavior of the individual senators 
on the committee and how they have 
changed their images since they've been 
thrust into the limelight. 


The Watergate senators are political 


and congressional veterans, so serving 
on committees is hardly a new experience 
for them. But the Watergate Committee 
is "like no other. There hasn't been a 
congressional investigation of this mag- 
nitude since the McCarthy hearings in 
the early "50"s and. like those heanngs. 
the all-seeing eye of television has placed 
the senators into a Sshbowl type of ex- 
istence. These seven men have never had 
their work as closely scrutinized as they 
have during the Watergate proceedings. 
Of course, they're quite aware of this, 
and each member projects—intentionaily 
or not—a particular image to his audi- 
ence. 


It is quite natural for us to behave

being examined more closely than usual. 
We try to improve our performance be- 
cause we are aware of someone figura- 
tively looking over our shoulder. 


What actually happens to the individ- 


ual isn't much different from what hap- 
pens on the stage. A big audience puts a 
spotlight on one's behavior. And the 
very act of observation on the part of 
so many other people changes our be- 
havior. These changes in their public per- 
sonalities don't take place without any 
awareness on the senators" part. At first 
they probably were not conscious of it. 
but by now. I am sure they are very con- 
scious of it because these are astute men 


who read the papers and understand 
what the papers are saying about them. 
However, the fact that they are aware 
doesn't mean they have calculatedly 
adopted these changes, or "Watergate 
personalities.'" It just means they know 
what's going on, so to speak. But again. 
I want to emphasize that it isn't a con- 
scious and intentional "slipping into a 
role"' or "show biz."" What happens is 
that there is a continuous feedback. An 
actor on the stage moves unconsciously 
in the direction of the audience, as a 
result of felt waves of approval or dis- 
approval. Very much the same thing hap- 
pens to public men in a situation like 


this. 


The truth is, it isn't even very likely 


that the senators will slip back to being 
their former selves once the Watergate 
hearings are over. Each man by now has 
acquired a persona based on the hear- 
ings. And he has a vested interest in it. 
You know, the wfeole idea of role-play- 
ing in psychodrama is to obtain a change 
in behavior. People do change when they 
are "playing roles'3—whether it's a role 
like the one of being assigned to find out 
the truth about Watergate, or a role in 
a play, or a role that is assigned by a 
psychotherapist in an attempt to change 
someone's behavior. What probably wfll 
happen to the senators is that, once the 
hearings are over, their personalities will 
be a compromise between the new and 
the old. In other words, they probably 
will incorporate some of their "Water- 
gate personalities" into their private and 
public selves. 


You'll notice that some of the senators 


have even gone on television shows—four 
of them (Sens. Howard Baker. Daniel 
Inouye, Herman Talmadge and Lowell 
Weicker) appeared on the "Dick Cavett 
Show." 


In the case of the witnesses. I think 
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there is a tendency to believe each man 
as he comes out to have his day in the 
spotlight Even though the witnesses are 
in conflict, I think they tend to be be- 
lieved as long as they are in front of the 
public. But later on. a Gallup Poll 
showed not only that the investigating 
senators all had favorable images (from 
Senator Inouye's 84 percent approval to 
69 percent for Senators Weicker and 
Gurney). but that the witnesses all had 
unfavorable images (from 67 percent 
disapproval for John Mitchell and John 
Ehrlichman to 62 percent for H. R 
Haldeman and 60 percent for John 
Dean). 


We all pay lip service to the idea that 


everyone is innocent until proved guilty. 
But we don't really behave that way. 
When a man is on the witness stand, the 
very fact that he is being questioned 
about something that appears shady will 
color and taint the way we look at him 
Only if we are really participating in an 
important judgment about a person, as 
when we're members of a jury trying to 
make an important decision about him, 
do we try to be fair. At least, that's what 
studies have indicated One study showed 
that a member of a jury will tend to set 
aside his prejudices during a trial—but he 
can only set aside the prejudices that he 
knows about. Other prejudices creep in 
-the ones he has, but doesn't recognize. 
Nevertheless, the very fact that the wit- 
nesses appear to be "accused men" re- 
sults in a negative reaction from the 
public. 


Among the witnesses there is some 


role-playing, too. Once a man begins to 
act innocent, he begins to feel innocent. 
So I'm sure every one of those men feels 
most earnestly that he is completely inno- 
cent of any wrongdoing, and probably 
feels it more strongly after going on the 
witness stand than he did before. One 
theory is that if a person assumes the 
posture of an emotion, he begins to feel 
that emotion. Thus, if a man assumes 
the posture of gnef, if an actor assumes 
the posture of gnef, he very soon begins 
to feel that emotion Right now, every 
one of the witnesses must feel very un- 
justly accused. I want to emphasize that 
this isn't ''show business."' It isn't a con- 
scious "act." It just comes out, and in a 
sense it is role-playing. But it isn't some- 
thing the witness sets out to do, and it 
isn't something the senators set out to do 
They don't plan to slip into roles It just 
happens as a logical extension of what 
they are doing, and the fact that they 
are doing it in front of so many people 
Some people call what happens here 
"hamming it up " But actually, the mean- 
ing of what happens goes deeper than 
that. 


Ironically, President Nixon has under- 


gone changes of a very similar kind. The 
man who gains the American Presidency 
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not only experiences a new role, but an 
enormous increase in stress, partly result- 
ing from the immense changeover in- 
volved in becoming President. There is 
an enormous difference between the 
Nixon who made the "Checkers" speech 
and the present-day Nixon. One study 


about how life-changes affect us shows 
that pressures not only change us. but 
also they change us physically. Even pos- 
itive changes ha\e an effect of stress and 
strain on the bod\ For example, a man 
mav become less resistant to disease after 
a srcat change like the one a President 
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Susan Saint James: 
I Vote for Life 
And for XomTolenee"

"Wast April Susan Saint James was voted

FW: Why did you live in Paris? 
SUSAN: My father believed ihat straight 
white teeth and an ability -o speak 
French were the prerequisites to the suc- 
cess of any young lady. I wore braces for 
a year and a hair", and I was sent to Paris 
when I was 15. during my last year in 
high school 
FW: How long did you stay? 
SUSAN: A year. I came home when I 
was 16 and enrolled at the Connecticut 
Coiiese for Women. Bat I stayed oniy a 
few months. I couldn't endure al! those 
females any longer. 
FW: Then what?

FW: When did you get started on this?

man Tom Lucas] in Albuquerque on lo- 
cation. I was always weight conscious so 
we fixed salads ail the time. We graduailv 
eiiminated all meat, then chicken, then 
fish. I even changed my wardrobe. 
FW: In what way? 
SUSAN: I used to wear a lot of leather 
jackets to go with my jeans. I sold all of 
them. That's the nicest pan of the philos- 
ochy. Saving animals. Don't kill them to 
get leather or fur to wear. Or to eat.

undergoes when he takes that office, with 
its constant spotlight and enormous 
pressures. Another thing that happens 
under stress is that a man's aging is ac- 
celerated. That's one of the things you 
see in Nixon. 


The witnesses have some disadvan- 


tages that go beyond the fact that they 
are obviously sitting "at the wrong 
table." If I could show you a graph of 
how tension affects people, you would 
see that there's a point of tension where 
you function better than you normally 
would- The senators, in all likelihood, are 
on the up-slope of the graph. They are at 
the point where they function best, 
spurred on by the tension that exists in 
the situation. The witnesses, probably, 
have gone beyond that point, over the 
peak, and to the downslope of the graph. 
At a certain degree of tension, our ability 
to function at our best becomes adversely 
affected, and the witnesses have gone be- 
yond that point, hence their effectiveness 
is probably impaired by excessive tension. 


The presence of seven men on such a 


panel has the crucial effect of making 
judgment much fairer than any one 
man's judgment could ever be. A ten- 
year study of judges and jury verdicts 
found that judges would have come to 
the same conclusions the juries came to 
except in 10 to 12 percent of the cases. 
But in most cases where he differed 
from the jury, the judge said that the 
jury came to a fairer decision. The jury 
was able to take into consideration ex- 
tenuating circumstances, their own in- 
stincts for kindness—or even severity. 
The judges themselves, however, are not 
allowed to take any of these things into 
consideration. A judge must "follow the 
letter of the law." Thus, ft seems to be 
true that a large number of people sitting 
in judgment tend to be fairer 
than a single person.

Soul City a venture 
in black capitalism 


SOUL CITY, N.C. (AP) — Floyd B. 


McKissick's dream of creating an 
economic center for blacks on the red 
clay hills of Warren County is beginning 
to come true. 


After five years of planning and 


promises of massive federal help, 
McKissick has scheduled a ceremony 
for Nov. 9 to mark the actual start of 
construction of the new community 
which he calls Soul City. If his dreams 
all come true, it will be a city of 50,000 
persons by the turn of the century. 


McKissick, an attorney who was once 


national head of the Congress of Racial 
Equality, sees Soul City as a venture in 
black capitalism aimed at developing 
the economic power of Negroes. 


"I'm saying the blacks need economic 


power," he said. "The right to eat at the 
Hilton doesn't enable me to eat at the 
Hilton." 


McKissick insists Soul City will be 


open to all races, but he recognizes it's 
likely to be more black than white. He 
says it will be a place where the poor can 
come, learn a trade and find a job. 


McKissick, who switched from 


Democrat to Republican and backed 
President Nixon in his bid for re-elec-

McKissick said Soultech One will cost 


about $1 million, paid for by private 
funds and a federal grant of S502.875. 


McKissick says Nov. 9 is the kickoff 


for a three-year plan that calls for the 
erection of eight other industrial build- 
ings, about 500 housing units, a shopping 
center, community center, health 
building and recreation area. 


The health building, to be built next 


under a $1.1 million federal grant, will 
operate a regional health plan for 
Warren and Vance counties. McKissick 
said industries locating in Soul City will 
provide jobs for 1,000 persons during the 
first threeyear phase. 


The 5, ISO-acre tract on which the new 


community will be located currently 
contains only some mobile buildings and 
a red cinderblock barn which are used as 
offices. In the five years of planning, a 
staff of 56 permanent employes and 12 
consultants were assembled. 


McKissick estimated that about SI .5 


million has been raised from banks and 
other private sources thus far for land 
acquisition and planning of Soul City and 
more will be come from private sources. 


But the $14 million government bond 


guarantee is the development's main 
financial resource right now. HUD's 
guarantee will cost the government 
money only if the enterprise is unable to 
pay them off.

Investigators find kickbacks are common 


CHICAGO (AP) -Chemical company 


salesmen operating in every part of 
Illinois have spent tens of thousands of 
doLars in gifts and kickbacks to public 
officials who purchased supplies from 
them. 


An investigation disclosed Friday that 


officials in 53 of the state's 102 counties 
admitted they took, or were offered, 
cash, gift certificates, small and large 
appliances and other premiums from' 
chemical specialty salesmen who did 
millions of dollars in business with 
public officials. 


The investigation was conducted by a 


25-person task force of reporters from 
the Illinois staff of The Associated Press, 
several Illinois newspapers which are 
AP members and investigators from the 
Better Government Association, a 
Chicago-based citizens' watchdog group 
which investigates corruption in 
government. 


Almost all the 127 officials interviewed 


admitted they were offered gifts or were 
aware that gifts were available from 
chemical speciality salesmen. 


A total of 69 officials, most of them 


township and road district commis- 
sioners, said they had taken gifts and 
purchased chemicals from the various 
salesmen. 


Records of purchases of chemicals and 


supplies in 60 of Illinois' 1,500 townships 
and road districts showed average 
spending of $2,700 in 1972. Projected 
throughout the state, the figures indicate 
that the chemical sales industry does an 
estimated S3 million to $4 million in 
business annually in townships alone. 


The salesmen also sell to municipalit- 


ies, counties, schools, hospitals and 
other tax-supported institutions. 


While many gifts taken by public of- 


ficials were limited to such items as can 
openers and coffee-makers, some of- 
ficials admitted they took cash and two 
officials said they received television 
sets. 


Many of the officials involved were 


township road commissioners who 
rarely earn more than $6,000 or $7,000 a 
year. 


The chemical firms sell weed killer, 


ice melting chemicals, windshield de- 
icer, cleaners for eagine parts, aerosol 
solvents, road and bridge signs and 
reflective paint, which sells for as ipuch 
as $60 a gallon. 


The investigation showed more than a 


dozen firms doing business in Illinois. 
Public officials named salesmen from 
several firms as those who offered gifts 
and who sometimes "had a trunkful of 
premiums."

PASCAGOULA, Miss. (AP) -A 


thousand Unidentified Flying Object 
reports have come and gone since Desk 
Sgt. Mary McPherson picked up the 
telephone and a man said: "I got 
something to tell you but I don't want you 
to laugh at me." 


Jackson County Sheriff Fred Diamond 


and his deputies —among others —have 
been puzzling uneasily ever since over 
the tale told by Charles Hickson, 45, and 
Calvin Parker, 19, both of nearby Gaut- 
ier. 


What Hickson said, defiantly, expect- 


ing to be called a liar, was: An oblong, 
luminous blue UFO landed nearby while 
they were fishing Oct. 11; three creat- 
ures paralyzed him, floated him into the 
craft, put him before an instrument 
resembling a big eye for examination, 
then put him back on the pier. 


"Though I'll be the laughing stock of 


the country, I'll tell what I seen," he 
vowed. "One of these days folks'H know 
it's true." 


Parker couldn't add much to the tale; 


he reportedly fainted when the creatures 
approached and Hickson said he didn't 
know what happened to him inside the 
craft. 


Since the two men told their tale, there 


has been a rash of reports of UFO 
sightings all over the country. 


A number of deputies here, though 


unable to accept the space man theory, 
believe something truly weird took place 
in Pascagoula. 


"They aren't lying," said Deputy 


Howard Ellzy, chief investigator. "I 
don't know what happened but, whatever 
it was, it was real to them. They have 


agreed to undergo lie detector tests." 


Dr. James Harder of the University of 


Mississippi and Dr. Allen Hynek of 
Northwestern University placed the two 
men under hypnosis and concluded after 
four hours of questioning that they 
weren't just making up their story. 


Hickson, a foreman at the Walker 


Shipyard, said it all happened at about 8 
p.m. as he and Parker were casting for 
hardhead or croakers from a pier at old 
Schaupeter shipyard. The old yard has 
the sunbleached skeleton of a barge 
drydock and a couple of iron piers, 
flanked by rusting auto hulks, empty 
bottles and beer cans. 


Though directly across the 100-yard 


wide river from Pascagoula, it is 
isolated. The great cranes of Ingalls 
Shipyard loom about a mile to the south. 
Busy U.S. 90 runs about 150 yards to the 
north. 


Hickson said the UFO circled, then 


came down to hover just above the junk. 
Suddenly an opening appeared and the 
three creatures, "all wrinkled and 
pale," glided out. 


"There I was, me with just a spinning 


reel, and Calvin done went hysterical on 
me," Hickson said. "You can't imagine 
how it was." 


Hickson, whose interrogation by 


police was recorded, was vague on det- 
ails. "Boss," he said once, "I just don't 
know. You got to remember how scared 
I was." 


Both Hickson and Parker, after the 


first day or so, refused to talk further 
with newsmen. 


"We need to work," said Hickson. "I 


got to make a living."

business but most denied they allowed 
salesmen to give gifts to public officials. 
They said the salesmen were often self- 
employed and only used the company as 
a distributor. 


Al! companies denied they had 


knowledge of salesman giving cash 
kickbacks to officials. 


One township official said, "Every 


time I see someone come in here with a 
little box under bis arm I know it's 
another chemical salesman." 


The president of one firm said most 


chemical specialty firms "were in the 
business of buying — buying cus- 
tomers." A former salesman who quit 
the industry said he had to give gifts to 
every customer. 


Another official estimated the value of 


the gifts and gift certificates was "about 
10 per cent" of the value of the purchase 
made. 


Most officials said the salesmen's 


usual practice is to initiate gift-giving 
with small "barrier-breaker" items 
such as a pen set, pocket knife or small 
viewer with pictures of nude women. 


Some salesmen place purchases on a 


point system through which customers 
can earn gifts such as shotguns and fur 
coats. Other salesmen reward cus- 
tomers with gift certificates. In a 10- 
month period, $2,685 worth of cer- 
tificates were issued to one firm by 
Sears, Roebuck and Co., investigators 
learned. 


Investigators found that 75 per cent of 


these certificates later were issued to 
public officials and later were cashed. 


Many officials said they did believe the 


acceptance of such gifts could be in- 
terpreted as influencing their official 
duties. 


"It would take more than that to bribe 


me," was a common comment. Some 
just scoffed and asked, "Wouldn't you 
take it?" 


Several officials said the merchandise 


sold by traveling salesmen is sometimes 
higher priced than basically similar 
products available at local supply stores. 


Companies contend, however, their 


goods are of a higher quality. Some 
purchasers agreed and others disputed 
that claim.

demands "were it not for a series of 
crippling strikes." 


"I do not see any shortage that could 


endanger the free press of the Western 
Hemisphere, as has been predicted by 
some observers," he said. 


He added, however, that newsprint is 


"one of the world's most undervalued 
commodities" and said that Canada's 
ability to meet demands for the product 
"depends on the estimated return on our 
investment."

How to Deal with Phonies and Shirker: 


One of the most exasperating co- 
workers is the person who man- 
ages to win credit for work he 
didn't do. Your natural reaction 
may be to have it out with him or to 
march in and set the boss straight 
Since neither way is apt to lead to 
the results you want, you'll have to 
use subtler methods. Dr. John 
Butler, a leading industrial psy- 
chologist, suggests you and any 
others involved send the boss a 
brief note about flie job the phony 
hero ha* claimed for his own. In 
the note, just outline the contribu- 
tions of each member of your work 
group. Give the simple facts, not 
accusations. After the note you 
can have a straightforward discus- 
sion with the boss to straighten out 
the record without tearing down 
any individuals—including the 


phony hero. Your conversation is 
simply to give the credit where if s 
deserved. If the problem is the 
reverse, where one member of your 
work team doesn't carry his load, 
Or. Butler says if s often useful to 
try to understand why your co- 
worker is failing to do his share. 
Does he know what is expected of 
him? Maybe that's the problem. 
Does he have an assignment he is 
capable of handling? AwoD re- 
spected co-worker could dncuss 
tne problem with the low-producer 
and ask him what he feels he can 
do about carrying hi* •hare. Setting 
up the low-producer wfth a 
"buddy" who would work doseiy 
with him and teach him how to 
reach the desired level of produc- 
tion can also be useful.

nphe day I took my last puff, it seemed like I

ver the years I have discovered 
that many parents have major 
misconceptions about modem 


psychology. 


Modern psychology does not believe 


it is good for parents to be permissive, if 
by permissive we mean letting a child do 
whatever he feels like doing. No sensible 
psychologist has ever advocated such a 
strange idea. But incredible as it may 
seem, I have actually known parents who 
let their children scribble on the walls of 
their home with crayons because they 
thought it would be psychologically 
harmful to stop them! What is really 
happening in most of these cases is that 
the parent is afraid of saying no to the 
child and tries to use modern psychology 
as a rationalization. 


Many parents also have the impression 


that modern psychology teaches that you 
should not spank children. Some psy- 
chologists and psychiatrists have actually 
stated this idea in print. However, as a 
psychologist, I believe it is impossible to 
raise children effectively—particularly ag- 
gressive, forceful boys—without spanking 
them. This does not mean that any kind 
of spanking is all right for a chiid. 


I want to make it clear that there is a 


"right" kind of spanking and a '"wrong" 
kind. By the wrong kind I mean a cruel 
and sadistic bearing- This fills a child with 
hatred, and a deep desire for revenge. 
This is the kind that is administered with 
a strap or stick or some other type of 
parental "weapon.^ Or it could also mean 
a humiliating slap in the face. 


The right kind of spanking needs no 


special paraphernalia. Just the hand of 
the parent administered a few times on 
the kid's bottom. The right kind of 
spanking is a positive thing It clears the 
air, and is vastly preferable to moralistic 
and guilt-inducing parental lectures- 


Some of you may have heard the old 


saying "Never strike a child in anger." 


Dr. Fitzhugf! Dodson is a child osychologist 
and ;s psychological consultant of his own 
nursery school. La Primera Preschool, in Tor- 
ranee. Calif. 


I think that that is psychologically very- 
poor advice, and I suggest the opposite: 
"Never strike a child except in anger." 


A child can understand very well when 


you strike Mm in anger. He knows you 
are mad at him and he understands why. 
What a child cannot understand is when 
he disobeys mother at 10 a.m. and she 
tells him -All right, young man—your 
father will deal with you when he gets 
home!" Then when Dad arrives home he 
is expected to administer a spanking that 
will "really teach the boy a lesson." 
That's the kind of cold-blooded spanking 
a chiid cannot understand or forgive. 


What I advocate is the "pew-wow" 


type of spanking: your ~pow" followed 
by his "wow!" Spank your child only 
when you are furious at him and feel like 
letting htm have it right then. Too many 
mothers nowadays seem to be afraid to 
spank their children. They talk and nag 
a great deal as a substitute: they try to 
negotiate. This is a huge mistake because 
it reduces their authority as parents. 


What you should do is teil your cniki 


once or perhaps twice what you want 
him to do or to stop doing- Then, if he 
refuses to obey your reasonable request. 
and you have become frustrated and 
angry, let him have it right then and 
there! 


After spanking, sometimes your first 


immediate reaction may be frustration 
and guilt. It may bother you that you've 
blown your cool. 


Courage. Mother, all is not lost! 
You can always say to your child, in 


your own way: "Look. Mommy goofed. 
I lost my temper, and I'm sorry I did." 
Then you can go on from there. You 
don't have to be "stuck" with the guilt, 
the frustration and the unbappv feelings. 


Wait until you really feel better about 


the situation and about your child. It 
might be five minutes or five hours later. 
But if you feel you have blown your 
stack, it's important to admit it to your 
child. Above all. don't pretend to him 
that the sole reason you spanked him was 
for his benefit- That's as phony as a three- 
dollar bill, and he will know it. 


"I advocate 'pow-wow' spanking: your 
pow' followed by his "wowf " 


If we were !00 percent perfect par- 


ents, we would ail be so mature we would 
ne\er need to spank our kids except in 
unusual or extreme situations (such as 
when a child runs out into the street). 
The point is. we are not such 100 percent 
perfect parents. We are not able to ad- 
minister discipline calmly and serenely 
all the time. We get fed up when our kids 
misbehave and we iose our cooi and 
swat them. But that's nothing to feel 
guilty about. We feel better and they feel 
better. The air is cleared. 


If you are quite honest with yourself. 


you will find that there are times whea 
you will lose your temper, fly off the 
handle at your child, and yell at him or 
spank him—onlv to realize afterward that 
what he did should not ha% e elicited such 
a. violent outburst from you. You were 
really mad at your husband or your 
neishbor. Or just cranky for some un- 
known reason. And you took it out on 
your child. 


What can you do in such a situation? 


Well, you could pretend you are a. holy 
paragon of \irtue and that your child 
fully deserved the scolding or spanking 
he got. Or you can have the courage to 
say something like this to your child: 
"Danny, Mother got mad at you and 
scolded you. But I can see now that you 
didn't do anything that was really that 
bad. I think I was mad at something else 
and I was sort of taking it out on you. 
So Fm sorry." 


Your child will feel a wonderful warm 


feeling toward you for admitting you are 
human and fallible. This will do wonders 
for his seif-concept 
—and vours:

More transportation funds needed 


Transportation Secretary Norman Clapp has assured the 


Appleton area that a high-level Oneida Street bridge has top 
priority among state bridge-building projects. But he also 
told a Chamber of Commerce group that no money is now 
available for the project, and that funds for bridge-building 
are part of a much larger financial problem facing the state. 


Inflation has ballooned highway construction costs and 


maintenance costs as well as bridge construction costs. The 
cost of building the bridges which the legislature placed on 
a priority- list was originally estimated at $60 million. The 
current estimate is $122 million. 


At the same time the bonding which the legislature 


authorized at that time to build the bridges and also to 
expedite major highway construction is now costing the 
Department pf Transportation $37 million per year in debt 
service costs. This compares with an annual budget of $47 
million for highway construction. 


Because of these two factors the state is constantly falling 


behind in repair and replacement of the state trunk highway 
system. Some 2,000 miles of the 12,000 mile system date 
back to before World War II. 


The department will put a proposal before the governor 


and the legislature in January for increased spending to 
upgrade that highway system, provide some state subsidies 
for mass transit, and finish the original bridge building 
project, including Appleton's. 


The department will also propose methods of providing 


the needed funds. A one-cent increase in the gasoline tax 
raises about $20 million. An additional $5 on the license fee 
would produce $10,000,000. 


At this point it appears a combination of both will be 


necessary. If the people of the state want their highways 
kept in repair, if they want the state to help cities like 
Appleton subsidize their bus system and build a bridge, 
they will have to help pay for it. It's as simple as that. And 
that's the question the legislature must answer early next 
year. 


Arms shipments to the Middle East 


Some intelligence sources estimate that the Arabs and 


Israelis would run out of military hardware within a week or 
two were it not for United States and Soviet shipments of 
supplies. Even though the combatants might keep on with 
sticks and stones, the threats obviously wouldn't be so 
great. Why doesn't it happen? 


There have been war mongers for generations. Some have 


been in the business for profit alone and revelations even 
about American peddling of arms haven't been very 
pleasant. But there is also the very real concern that 
withholding aid to allies or the beleaguered is the same as 
helping the forces of evil to victory. That this Gott Mit tins 
theory often afflicts both sides does not reduce the respon- 
sibility. Even the Russians, officially not proclaiming any 
allegiance to supernatural loyalties, can honestly believe 
that their cause is the more noble and just. 


President Nixon's foreign policy strategy has been aimed 


at detente with the two most powerful Communist nations, 
Russia and China. Quite reasonably President Nixon, 
undoubtedly strongly influenced by his new Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, believed that agreement among the 
big powers would reduce the chances for world holocaust 
even when the small fry kept up their petty quarrels. The 
Declaration of Principle at the summit meeting in May, 1922 
pledged the United States and the Soviet Union to exercise 
restraint in mutual relations and to refrain from efforts "to 
obtain unilateral advantage at the expense of the other." 


It seems likely that Russia did not in any way encourage 


the Arab attack across the Suez and probably sought to 
deter it. But since it has occurred the Soviets are replacing 
destroyed Arab equipment. The United States is doing the 
same for Israel and there are calls within the Congress to 
step up the traffic. 


Egypt may have chosen wisely in the timing of its attack 


as far as putting Russia on the spot is concerned. The Soviet 
regime has been demonstrating increased anxiety at home 
about heretical views toward socialism. It is almost as much 
on the defensive as it was near the end of the Khrushchev- 
era. To maintain its credibility it almost had to supply help 
to the Arabs. 


The United States is in somewhat a similar position due to 


the Nixon Administration's scandal problems and sub- 
sequent charges that it has been too preoccupied to fulfill its 
responsibilities. 


From all indication neither the Israelis nor the more 


sensible Arabs expect all-out victory this time. But their 
requirements for a cease-fire are far apart. The withholding 
of outside military aid would help bring those positions 
closer together. But it seems even beyond Mr. Kissinger's 
considerable persuasive abilities so to convince the Rus- 
sians. 


It's an extremely dangerous situation and as the outside 


arms increase so do the threats to the outside world.

New books specialize in U.S. wines

My wife collects cookbooks and I collect wine 


books. It often solves the problem of what to do 
about birthdays and such. For my last birthday 
she gave me a copy of McCalTs Guide to Wines 
of America by William E. Massee. I have 
several 
of his books on wines, but this 


one is outstanding for its simplicity and wealth 
of information. 


Massee discusses American wines in genera! 


and in particular, and then dissects American 
wine regions and lists the vineyards producing 
the best quality of the various types of wines 
made in each region. 


I particularly appreciated his frankness. 


"Lots of wines are terrible," he says. "Of the 
six billion gallons available throughout the 
world, only one bottle in ten is worth passing 
notice. You find them by tasting." 


He also is most critical of California wines 


until the very recent time. For many years, he 
writes, "Californians persisted in using table 
and raisin grapes and inferior varieties like 
Mission for making wines, mostly because the 
vines bore well in the hot climate. Big-pro- 
ducing European varieties were tried with foul 


result. Noble vines were planted in warm areas, 
where the grapes matured too rapidly and lost 
their fruit acids, producing bland and flabby 
wines. But gradually the counties around San 
Francisco bay began proving out; the vineyards 
were cool enough to produce fair grapes and fair 
wine, with hope of better to come." 


Now, Massee writes, more and more fine 


wines are coming from California, enough to 
become available throughout the country. 


"It has taken a long time —almost a thousand 


years since Leif found the land, two hundred 
since Franciscan fathers first planted grapes in 
California, more than a hundred since wines 
were msde from Haraszthy's grapes, twenty- 
five since the secrets of fermentation were first 
unravelled, just ten since the techniques of 
growing vines were mastered and put into 
practice in the vineyards. Only now are the best 
wines being produced in quantities large 
enough to get far beyond state borders. Some of 
the best California wines have, even now, rarely 
been tasted much beyond San Francisco." 


A companion problem is that these fine wines 


are not inexpensive. Their prices compare with 


all but the very best wines from Europe. The 
demand for good wine has increased so 
tremendously that supplies simply have not 
kept up. Sounds like the food situation in 
general, doesn't it? 


Another California author has recently 


published another outstanding encyclopedia on 
"The Wines of America." He is Leon D. Adams, 
founder of the Wine Institute 20 years ago, and 
also founder of the Wine Advisory Board. 


Adams in his book calls the increase in 


demand the "wine revolution." It has resulted 
in exhorbitant prices, he writes. "The demand 
increased just after two disastrous frosts in 
California, which produces four-fifths of the 
nation's wine. But the cost will come down when 
the supply meets the demand," he predicts, 
"and that won't be too many years." 


"I hope to see wine growing become a na- 


tionwide industry," Adams writes, citing the 
rebirth of the industry in almost every part of 
the country. "Wine is much more than just what 
people drink. When there is wine on the dinner - 
table, the family will be around the table 
because the meal'is not just a feeding occasion 
but has become a feast."

It's time silent 
majority awakes

As I sit here at my desk, and reflect 


on the Agnew, Watergate, Far East and 
other lesser problems, it seems we 
Americans seem to have developed an 
uncanny ability of living from one crisis 
to another, that is to say keep filling our 
lives with surprises, most of them 
unhappy ones. Another agonizing one 
affecting all of us is the "energy 
crisis." 


As the war in Vietnam drew to a 


close, I envisioned hopefully that we 
Americans might return to some 
semblance of a peacetime economy, 
after being at war with the world for the 
last 32 years. Not so! It seems that 
we're thrown into an economic situation 
which today brings back some of the 
worst memories of World War II. Sud- 
denly there are shortages on every 
hand. We are running out of steel, 
copper, cotton, feed grains, meats and 
some food products. On top of this, 
there now seems to be a shortage of oils, 
gasoline and electrical energy, to say 
nothing of paper for newspapers and 
magazines, probably even calculated to 
stifle the outcry of the citizens or 
groups, who after evaluating our situa- 
tion, see through the gauze of political 
maneuvering that has created this 
bedlam of confusion. 


Most of these shortages stem from 


one of two factors. Our 
elected 


representatives in Congress, state, yes, 
and even in county government seem to 
have been imbued with the philosophy 
of Harry Hopkins, who felt that we 
should "spend and spend, tax and tax 
and to hell with the public."

on public utilities to curtail 


electrical power production. I wonder if 
they were aware of their actions these 
past hot summer days as they relaxed 
in their air conditioned offices, grinding 
out press releases that oppose the 
development of further nuclear power 
plants and demand that those in opera- 
tion be shut down.
